aud exposure. 
Comman din g gen eral 
ordered him removed to San Marcos. 
Medical aid was summon ed, but he died 
on the way at San Sebastian last n ight 
at 11.

Morales gathered together a good 
sized baud alon g the Mexican border 
an d made iiis appearan ce at the large 
town of Ucos.

On e of the most audacious 
acts was the layin g tribute upon the 
U n ited States con sul an d other con su­ 
lar officers there lu the sum of 
$1 ,5 0 0 . 
Owin g to the war w ith Spain we had 
n o wmrsliip there. 
It is for this reason , 
probably, that the foreign represen ta­ 
tives, in cludin g those of the Un ited 
States, uuitv-d iu askin g the aid of the 
British n aval comman der at Ocos. 
Prospero Morales has been a con spicu­ 
ous figure iu Oeutral American affairs 
durin g the last three years. 
He was 
m in ister of w ar in the cabin et of Presi­ 
den t Barrios, aud it is said that he used 
the w ar office to fomen t the rebellion 
again st Barrios. The latter detected the 
plot, aud Morales fled to Mexico, where 
he organ ized his revolution ary ban ds. 
In the m ean tim e Barrios was assassin 
ated, bein g succeeded by Presiden t Oe- 
berra. It was thought the death of Bar­ 
rios would uitim ately lead to the suc­ 
cess of Morales’ revolution ary move­ 
men ts. 
It culm in ated iu the raids of the last 
few weeks, aud fin ally in the death of 
the n oted revolution ary chief. 
Amon g 
South American officials here it is said 
that Morales’ death will restore a calm 
to Cen tral American affairs, which has 
n ot existed for m an y m on ths, even 
years, owin g to the widespread in flu­ 
en ce of Morales. 
He was about 45 
years old, a m an of education an d of 
m arked force of character.

Madrid, Aug. 20.—The government 
has resolved to insist that the capitula­ 
tion of Manila after the signing of the 
protocol will have no effect in the peace 
negotiations unfavorable to Spain. 
In any event the government holds 
that the 
capitulation, having 
been 
signed by the commander of the town, 
does not entail the surrender of the 
whole of the Philippines. 
All indications are that the peace ne­ 
gotiations will be prolonged. The op­ 
position factions are redoubling the ag­ 
itation for convoking the oortes, and it 
i8said that Senor Sagasta begins to 
hesitate, although he shares the opinion 
of Duke Almodovar de Rio, the foreign 
minister, as to the inconvenience in­ 
volved in a meeting of the oortes and a 
series of debates during the peace ne­ 
gotiations. 
M adrid, Aug. 20.—The cabinet coun­ 
cil last night decided to appoint Gen­ 
eral Gonzales Parrado, second in com­ 
mand in Cuba, Rear Admiral Luis Pas­ 
tor Landere, who succeeded Admiral 
Navarro, the Spanish commander in 
Cuban waters, and Marquis de Montoro, 
minister of finance, in the 
insular 
cabinet, as the commission of evacua­ 
tion for Cuba. The Porto Rican com­ 
mission has not yet been appointed, the 
government awaiting an expression of 
the views of Governor General Macias, 
bat it bas been decided the Admiral 
Vallarino shall be one of the com­ 
missioners. 
The peace commissioners have not 
been nominated, but it is believed the 
compodtiou of the commission has been 
decided upon, though the names of its 
members will not be published yet, as 
the government is resolved to take ad­ 
vantage of the delay granted by the 
protocol in order to avoid a cabinet 
crisis. 
W ashington, Aug. 20.—The claims 
made in Madrid that the protocol, and 
not the capitulation, controls the status 
of affairs in the Philippines, would not 
be discussed yesterday by state depart­ 
ment officials. The Madrid discussion 
is looked upon as rather academic, as it 
is taken for granted that claims will be 
made on both sides, and that the Paris 
tribunal will be the final arbiter of the 
case.

N e w Y o r k, Aug. 20.—This city cele­ 
brated in fitting style the arrival of the 
big warships today and their parade up 
the Hudson river to G rant’s tomb. 
When Admiral Sampson's squadron 
of war vessels reached New York har­ 
bor, direct from the seat of war, it re­ 
ceived an unusual compliment from the 
military defenses. 
Ordinarily salutes 
in New York harbor are fired from the 
saluting station on Governor’s Island. 
But in the present instance of the re­ 
turn of the victorious ships, not only 
the gun at the sainting station boomed 
its welcome, but also guns at Fort 
Hamilton and Fort Wadsworth, at the 
Narrows, and at Forth Hancock, out at 
Sandy Hook. 
The national administration was rep­ 
resented at the parade by six members 
of the cabinet, Secretary Bliss, Post­ 
master General Smith, Attorney Gen­ 
eral Griggs and Secretaries Gage and j 
Wilson. They were accompanied by 
Governor Pingree of Michigan as aj 
guest of Secretary Alger. 
; 
A holiday had been declared and f 
practically all business was suspended. 
Admiral Sampson’s fleet found the 
river and bay crowded w ith sightseers 
when it arrived. 
The ships proceeded to the anchorage 
at Tompkinsville and there awaited the 
arrival of Mayor Yan Wyck and a dele­ 
gation of citizens, .who went aboard the 
flagship and delivered an address to 
Admiral Sampson and the men of his 
command. 
The fleet then raised anchor and pro­ 
ceeded northward ap the bay to Cler­ 
mont and returned slowly to their 
anchorage at Tompkinsville. 
At the 
tomb of General Grant a national sa­ 
lute was fired.

W a sh in g to n, Aug. 20.—The state de­ 
partm ent yesterday receive^ a cable 
dispatch from Minister H unter at Gua­ 
temala telling of the dramatic death of 
General Morales, leader of the Gua­ 
temala revolution, and the collapse of 
that uprising. The dispatch is as fol­ 
lows: 
“ G u a t e m a l a, Aug. 18. 
Day* Washington: 
“Ocos was occupied on the 10th by the 
government forces and 900 sacks of 
ooffee and other valuable property ol 
foreigners saved from destruction. This 
occupation was aided without forces by 
Cap Ain Fegan of the British gunboat 
Leandor, 
acting 
andor 
request of 
British, German and louted State* 
ministers. 
Morales retreated before 
national troops to Cnchumatanes moun­ 
tains, where he was surrounded and 
captured yesterday in a cave, where he 
had been hiding for several days, w ith­ 
out food aud iii from hunger, fatigue 
aud exposure. 
Commanding general 
ordered him removed to San Marcos. 
Medical aid was summoned, but he died 
on the way at San Sebastian last night 
at 11. This is the end of the revolution. 
“ H u n t e r .' ’ 
Morales gathered together a good 
sized band along the Mexican border 
and made his appearance at the large 
town of Ocos. 
He seized many thou­ 
sand bags of coffee and put them to the 
strange use of building breastworks for 
his revolutionary band. Sorties were 
made 
along 
the harbor front, and 
launches and other craft burned aud 
destroyed. One of the most audacious 
acts was the laying tribute upon the 
United States consul and other consu­ 
lar officers there in the sum of $ 1 ,5 0 0 . 
Owing to the war with Spain we had 
no warship there. 
It is for this reason, 
probably, that the foreign representa­ 
tives, including those of the United 
States, united in asking the aid of the 
British naval commander at Ocos. 
Frospero Morales has been a conspicu­ 
ous figure in Central American affairs 
during the last three years. He was 
minister of war in the cabinet of Presi­ 
dent Barrios, aud it is said that he nsed 
the war office to foment the rebellion 
against Barrios. The latter detected the 
plot, and Morales fled to Mexico, where 
he organized his revolutionary bands. 
In the meantime Barrios was assassin­ 
ated, being succeeded by President Ce* 
berra. It was thought the death of Bar­ 
rios would ultimately lead to the suc­ 
cess of Morales’ revolutionary move­ 
ments. 
It culminated in the raids of the last 
few weeks, and finally in the death of 
the noted revolutionary chief. 
Among 
South American officials here it is said 
that Morales’ death will restore a calm 
to Central American affairs, whioh has 
not existed for many months, even 
years, owing to the widespread influ­ 
ence of Morales. 
He was about 45 
years old, a man of education and of 
marked force of character. 


MAY BE MUSTERED OUT.

W a sh in g to n, Aug. 20.—Orders were 
given yesterday for the return to their 
state rendezvous of the following named 
volunteer regiments: The First Illinois 
cavalry aud the First Maine infantry, 
now at Chickamauga, and the Second 
New York infantry, now at Fernan­ 
dina, Fla.

A LARGE NAVAL FLEET. 


It W ill B e B rought T ogether In 
th e 
N ext Few Day* e t Fort 


M onroe. 


W a sh in g to n, Aug. 20.—One of the 
largest fleets of warships ever assembled 
in an American port will be brought 
together in the next few days at Fort 
Monroe. Already 57 warships are under 
orders to rendezvous there, and the 
orders still to be issued will raise the 
total to the neighborhood of 70. They 
are mainly small craft, although there 
are some large cruisers and gunboats. 
The movement of these ships north­ 
ward is due to the close of hostilities, 
and more particularly to the desire to 
get the ships away from points of pos­ 
sible fever infection. They will now 
be put in thorough repair, and their 
crew8 will be gradually changed from 
naval militiamen to sailors of the regu­ 
lar navy. 
The navy department has not yet de­ 
termined what ships will go to Havana, 
San Juan and other points of Cuba and 
Porto Rioo. There is felt to be no 
hurry about this until the authority of 
the United States is fully established 
throughout the islands. 
In the meantime, the m atter of po­ 
licing the shore points is being consid­ 
ered, and in due time a number of the 
light 
draught auxiliary craft 
and 
some of the single turreted monitors 
will be used for this coast patrol. 
It is 
found, however, that only four of the 
Ola monitors of the Civil war are fit for 
this service in southern waters. . 
As many naval vessels will be cen­ 
tered about the West Indies from this 
time forward, the navy department will 
send the new floating dock, recently 
bought in New York, down the ooast 
to Pensacola, Fla., where it will be kept 
for docking the warships.

The hardest lighting at the capture 
of Manila was done by the Astor bat­ 
tery, which led the advance.

The Porto Rican com­ 
mission has not yet been appointed, the 
government aw aiting an expression of 
the views of Governor General Macias, 
bat it Has been decided the Admiral 
Vallarino shall be one of the com­ 
missioners. 
The peace commissioners have not 
been nominated, but it is believed the 
composition of the commission has been 
decided upon, though the names of its 
members will not be published yet, as 
the government is resolved to take ad­ 
vantage of the delay granted by the 
protocol in order to avoid a cabinet 
crisis.

A LABOE NAVAL FLEET. 


ft W ill Be B rought T ogether In 
the 
Next Few Dejr* at Fort 
M onroe. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Aug. 20.—One of the 
largest fleets of warships ever assembled 
in an American port will be brought 
together in the next few days at Fort 
Monroe. Already 57 warships are under 
orders to rendezvous there, aud the 
orders still to be issued will raise the 
total to the neighborhood of 70. 
They 
are mainly small craft, although there 
are some large cruisers and gunboats. 
The movement of these ships north­ 
ward is due to the close of hostilities, 
and more particularly to the desire to 
get the ships away from points of pos­ 
sible fever infection. 
They will now 
be put in thorough repair, and their 
crews will be gradually changed from 
naval m ilitiam en to sailors of the regu­ 
lar navy. 
The navy departm ent bas not yet de­ 
term ined w hat ships will go to Havana, 
San Juan and other points of Cuba and 
Porto Rico. 
There is felt to be no 
hurry about this until the authority of 
the United States is fully established 
throughout the islands. 
In the meantime, the m atter of po­ 
licing the shore points is being consid­ 
ered, and in due tim e a num ber of the 
light 
draught auxiliary craft 
and 
some of the single turreted monitors 
will be used for this coast patrol. 
It is 
found, however, th at only four of the 
old m onitors of the Civil w ar are fit for 
this service in southern waters, . 
As many naval vessels will be cen­ 
tered about the W est Indies from this 
tim e forward, the navy departm ent will 
send the new floating dock, recently 
bought in New York, down the coast 
to Pensacola, F la., where it will be kept 
for docking the warships.

The Spanish loss is estim ated at not 
less than 2b0 , including both killed and 
wounded, aud in the neighborhood of 
7,000 captured. 
Vast stores of m ilitary 
and naval stores were seized.

intrench- 
ments, extending for tw o miles, the 
enemy was driven in a panic to the 
walled portion of Manila. 
There the 
Spaniards surrendered.

The New York Sun’s correspondent 
at Ponce, Porto Rico, w riting nnder 
the date of Aug. 2, tells how American 
rule was established there. He says: 
When General James H. 
Wilson 
stepped ashore at Port Ponce last Thurs­ 
day morning and the people caught him 
in their arms, bagged him and shouted 
for joy, it was a fitting tribute to the 
k indliness and friendliness of the man 
who is now their m ilitary gov ernor. 
The manner in which the American 
forces assumed the reins of gov ernment 
almost immediately after the landing 
conld hav e left no doubt lingering in 
any mind that it is onr intention not 
only to gov ern the island wisely and 
well, but also to k eep on gov erning it 
in the future. 
General Miles tofjk the 
first steps toward assuring the people— 
Spanish as well as Porto Rican—that 
law and order would be maintained and 
local traditions respected when he came 
on the day of landing to Ponce, and 
sending for the alcalde or mayor as­ 
sured him that he should remain in 
power ov er the municipal gov ernment, 
unless he did some ov ert 
against 
our gov ernment. 
After issuing a 
proclamation, 
in 
which he assured the people that we 
had come to mak e war only upon the 
Hpanish gov ernment and not against the 
people, General Miles turned the con­ 
trol of all civ il affairs for the district 
ov er to General Wilson. General W il­ 
son’s first act under this authority was 
to appoint Colonel F. A. Hill of his 
staff as collector and to seize the custom 
house and its receipts. 
The custom 
house is the place where all the rev ­ 
enues collected in Porto Rico for the 
Spanish gov ernment are k ept. 
Here 
Colonel Hill found not only abov e 
$6,000 in Porto Rican money, but also 
a large amount of stamped paper, which 
has to be used by the islanders in mak ing 
v arious k inds of official communica­ 
tions. 
There was no business done at the 
custom house that day, and in fact the 
merchants and the three foreign ship 
captains who were fonnd in port w’ere 
v ery uncertain whether any could be 
done, but the following day they learn­ 
ed that the only change that had oc- 
currfid so far as they were concerned 
was that Colonel Hill took charge of 
their money instead of the old collector, 
and they paid in more than $7,000 that 
day. 
The rate of duties, as with all 
other matters before re fla te d by law, 
remains the same as that lev ied by the 
Spanish, and no change will be made 
unless it is ordered from Washington. 
Today General Wilson declared the port 
open for the v essels of all neutral na­ 
tions. 
General Wilson also took the impor­ 
tant step of filling the offices of chief 
magistrate of the city and registrar. 
General Wilson had been engaged for 
sev eral days during a considerable part 
of his time in determining who were 
the best men to fill these important 
places. The four places had been filled 
by Spaniards, but as soon as we took 
possession of the city these men declined 
to serv e longer. 
After consulting with 
all the leading citizens and foreign resi­ 
dents General Wilson selected for chief 
magistrate Ro^ndo Matienzo Cintron 
and for registrar Jose de Gazma Beitez, 
both Porto Ricans. Before the oath of 
office was administered to these men 
each was required to tak e the prov isional 
oath of allegiance which was embodied 
in general orders No. 100, issued in 
1868 by President Lincoln, “ For the 
gov ernment of the armies in the field.” 
This order was prepared by Dr. Fran­ 
cis Lieber, and it mark ed an era of great 
adv ance in the rules of conducting mod­ 
ern warfare. 
The order has since been 
adopted almost as it was issued by 
nearly all the countries of Europe. The 
oath of allegiance exacted under it dif­ 
fers from the usual one for aliens only 
in that it begins, “ During the occu­ 
pancy of the island of Porto Rico by the 
United States of America I renounce 
and abjure all allegiance to any foreign 
sov ereign, prince or potentate, ” and ends 
with, “ And I do promise to faithfully 
support the gov ernment of the United 
States as established by the m ilitary 
authorities of the same on the island of 
Porto Rico.” 
The oaths were prepared by Colonel 
Cions, deputy attorney general of the 
United States on General Miles’ staff. 
When General Wilson presented his 
commission to Mr. Cintron, he said, “ I 
hand you this commission as chief mag­ 
istrate of the court of Ponce and hope 
that you will administer the laws with 
justice and equity and that yon w’ill 
continue to administer the office until 
the island of Porto Rico becomes a part 
of our great republic and thatirfter that 
f oxj L 
may be appointed to fill the same 
place by the president of the United 
States or some other competent author­ 
ity »’ 


According to the terms of the cartel 
for the surrender of Port Ponce and 
Ponce, there was to be no disbaiidmeiit 
of either the police force or the batudion 
of firemen or “ Ixunbas, ” as the latter 
ire called, but there was really no need 
af there hav ing been any such prov ision. 
Both forces are well organized anti 
would hav e been preserv ed under the 
plans which General Wilstjn is carrying 
out of simply superseding the powejs of 
the Spanish gov ernment by those of the 
United States. The bombas form the 
largest organization here and they are 
all friendly to the United States. 
At 
•le landing of the troops, dressed in 
ftieir uniforms and armed with axes, 
drawn up in m ilitary order, they form­ 
ally surrendered to General Wilson. 
When our troops arriv ed in Ponce, they 
found the firemen guarding all the 
hastily abandoned public buildings and 
in ev ery way mak ing themselv es useful 
and k eeping order. The police had most­ 
ly hidden themselv es, but befoiv night 
on the first day they l>egan to re» 'ppear, 
and on the second day were all on 
doty. To mak e sure that good order 
should be maintained, and particularly 
to see that none of onr own troops 
should get into liquor stores or houses 
;uid mak e trouble, the port and city 
were put under command of Captain 
W. B. Alliiion, Jr., prov ost officer on 
General Wilson’s staff, and guards were 
f?tatinned about the principal streets 
and squares. 
But General Wilson was not content 
with simply re-establishing the routine 
of civ il gov ernment which existed pre­ 
v ious to our coming. 
Although Ponce 
is far ahead of most Spanish or Spanish- 
American cities in public improv ements 
and in their maintenance, as well as in 
healthfulness and cleanliness, there is 
yet too much of “ manana” amnng its 
people and officials to mak e it a safe 
place in which to risk the liv es of thou­ 
sands of troops in a tropical climate 
without more strict sanitation than any 
town in Spanish America ev er k new. 
People may k eep clean if they lik e in 
these towns, but if they do not lik e 
there is no one who is going to bother 
to mak e them do so. W ithin a few days 
Ponce is going to awak en to a k nowledge 
of something new in this line. It has just 
got a modern board of health. 
Among 
the first acts of General Wilson was the 
naming of Surgeon John McQ. Wood­ 
bury of his staff as medical director 
general of the Ponce district. 
Dr. Woodbury inspected the streets, 
the jails, the mark ets, the stores and 
the stables and concluded at once that 
there must be some organized body in 
authority which conld clean them and 
k eep them clean. He called together all 
the doctors in the city, and on Sunday 
morning, when they met him in the 
courtroom of the city hall, he told them 
his plans. 
There were exactly two 
dozen of these physicians, all fine speci 
mens of well educated Porto Ricana 
Some had tak en their degrees in Paris, 
some in London, some in Philadelphia 
and some in New York . 
The president 
of the board of health. Major Woodbury 
announced, was to be a phys# uau se­ 
lected by those present from among 
their number. The mayor and the syn­ 
dic of the city were to be ex officio 
members, and the syndic, who is a sort 
of general chairman of all local boards, 
to be the secretary. 
The doctors gav e 
Major Woodbury their support, and the 
board was organized yesterday. The 
district, which includes the port, is 
div ided into four snbdistricts, and each 
of these has an inspector. Today the 
rules of the board were published. As 
there is no fund out of which the ex­ 
penses of sanitary work can be paid it 
required considerable ingenuity to con­ 
triv e the means in which to hav e the 
work done and to mak e the rules effect­ 
iv e. Major Woodbury has contriv ed 
these in a clev er way. The cleaning of 
the streets is to be done by the short 
term prisoners, who are sentenced to 
jail in default of fines for v iolations of 
minor sorts. 
Stallk eepers and store­ 
k eepers in the mark et must each k eep a 
giv en area clean on pain of forfeiture 
of their stands. The contractor who 
conducts the pnblic slaughter house 
will forfeit his contract if he does not 
k eep the place clean, and the proprie­ 
tors of hack s, public stables and such 
places are made subject to the loss of 
licenses if they do not comply with the 
orders of the board of health. All nui­ 
sances distiov ered on other premises are 
to be abated at the expense of the own­ 
ers of the land. 
The importance of these r^nlations 
will be appreciated when it is consider­ 
ed that Ponce lies on a plain at the foot 
of the hills and is nearly flat, and, al­ 
though it has an ample snpply of run­ 
ning water, it has not a sewer, nor was 
there any system of cleaning the streets. 
Closets and bathrooms drain into cess­ 
pools, while nature cleaned the streets 
by rinsing them with rain and sweeping 
off the refuse through the brick gutters 
which line the streets on each sida As 
the streets are of fairly good macadam 
this is reasonably effectiv e now when 
rain falls in showers ev ery day, but in 
the long, dry season only the v ery dry­ 
ness of the air would prev ent the filth 
from breeding disease. 
Today Major 
Woodbury has gone to inspect the wa­ 
tershed and the aqueduct which supplies 
the city with water. 
The water comes 
from the Rio Portngase, 2}^ miles up 
in the mountains, and is brought here 
iu an iron pipo^ The jail has been dis­ 
infected, the mark et properly cleansed, 
and mnch other work necessary to pre­ 
serv ing public health is under way. 
Tomorrow a work is to be done which 


Major Woodbury considers the most im ­ 
portant of all. He is going to select the 
ground for a new cemetery and hav e it 
consecrated. 
Ponce is the seat of a 
bishop, and 
i t s 
cathedral forms, with 
the ball of tht firemen, tbe north side 
, of the public 
pla za . Its cemetery is 
within the city limits, at the east end 
of the town imd surrounded by habita­ 
tions. 
Here tor hundreds of years hav e 
been buried not only the residents of 
Ponce, but those who hav e died in all 
the territory for many miles around. 
Grav es hav e been used ov er and ov er 
again until corpses lie there now fiv e 
deep in many parts of the ground. Thus 
does tbe coming of Americans into this 
ancient Spanish tow'n inject into it a 
new life. In the train of these improv e­ 
ments will soon come the building of 
sewers, the adoption of permanent meth­ 
ods of street cleaning and public sanita­ 
tion, tbe organized care of the park s 
and squares and the replacing of the 
rick ety hack s that run from port to city 
with trolley cars.

' that we may enjoy Him forev er.^It is 
therefore worthy our highest admira­ 
tion and lov e, our most earnest study 
and our deepest meditation. 
Would 
that all men could say with the psalm­ 
ist: 
Oh, how I lov e thy la w! 
It is my meditation all the day. 
The Bible, to accomplish its high 
purpose, must necessarily be a practical 
book , and it is. 
Some of its practical 
purposes are pointed ont in the topical 
reference. 
1. The Bible giv es wisdom and un- 
I derstanding. 
‘ ‘ Thou through Thy com­ 
mandments hast made me wiser than 
my enemiea ♦ * * I hav e more under­ 
standing than all my teachers; for Thy 
testimonies are my m editation.” 
The 
Bible abov e all giv es practical wisdom, 
moral’ wisdom. It tells us how we may 
wisely use the talents and opportunities 
of life that onr liv es may be a success 
for eternity as well as time. It teaches 
us how to number our days that we may 
apply our hearts to wisdom. 
It aims 
not so much to giv e intellectual wis­ 
dom, as heart wisdom, practical wisdom 
—such an understanding of life as will 
lead a man to practice v irtue and shun 
v ice, and after all this is the most de­ 
sirable k ind of wisdom. 
2. The Bible refrains onr feet from 
ev ery ev il way. 
“ I hav e refrained my 
feet from ev ery ev il way, that I might 
k eep Thy word.” The Bible explains 
to ns the true nature of ev il, it warns 
us against its awful con.sequences, and 
in these ways it leads us to refrain from 
ev il. 
It holds np before ns the beauty 
and adv antages of a holy, v irtuous life 
and thus again giv es us an incentiv e for 
av oiding the v ery appearance of ev iL 
We cannot k eep God’s word and engage 
in ev il, and therefore, if with the 
psalmist w^e wish to k eep the command­ 
ments of God, lik e him also we must 
refrain our feet from ev ery ev il way. 
8. The Bible is a guide—“ a lamp un­ 
to my feet and a light unto my path. ” 
It is our best guide, our only true and 
enre guide. 
It guides us from sin to 
holiness, from selfiishness and worldli- 
ness to God, from earth to heav en. 
We should seek more and more to 
mak e the Bible a practical book , by 
putting into practice its commandments 
and precepts. It is not enough to k now 
God’s commandments; we most do 
them.

The custom 
louse is the place where all the rev­ 
enues collected in Porto Rico for the 
Spanish government are kept. 
Here 
Colonel H ill found not only above 
116,000 in Porto Rican money, but also 
11 large amount of stamped paper, whioh 
has to be used by the islanders in making 
various kinds of official communica­ 
tions. 
There was no business done at the 
custom house that day, and in fact the 
merchants and the three foreign ship 
captains who were found in port were 
very uncertain whether any could be 
done, but the following day they learn­ 
ed that the only change that had oc­ 
curred so far as they were concerned 
was that Colonel H ill took charge of 
their money instead of the old collector, 
and they paid in more than $7,000 that 
day. The rate of duties, as w ith all 
other matters before regulated by law, 
remains the same as that levied by the 
Spanish, and no change w ill be made 
unless it is ordered from Washington. 
Today General Wilson declared the port 
open for the vessels of all neutral na 
tions. 
General Wilson also took the impor 
taut step of filling the offices of chief 
magistrate of the city and registrar 
General W ilson had been engaged for 
several days during a considerable part 
of his time in determining who were 
the best men to fill these important 
places. The four places had been fillet, 
by Spaniards, but as soon as we took 
possession of the city these men declined i 
to serve longer. After consulting w ith 
all the leading citizens and foreign resi 
dents General Wilson selected for chie:! 
magistrate Rosendo Matienzo Cintron 
and for registrar Jose de Gazma Beitez, 
both Porto Ricans. Before the oath a 
office was administered to these men 
each was required to take the provisiona 
oath of allegiance which was embodied 
in general orders No. IOO, issued 
1868 by President Lincoln, "F or the 
government of the armies in the field. ’ ’ 
This order was prepared by Dr. Fran­ 
cis Lieber, and it marked an era of great 
advance in the rules of conducting mod­ 
ern warfare. 
The order has since been 
adopted almost as it was issued by 
nearly all the countries of Europe. The 
oath of allegiance exacted under it dif­ 
fers from the usual one for aliens only 
in that it begins, ‘‘During the occu­ 
pancy of the island of Porto Rico by the 
United States of America I renounce 
and abjure all allegiance to any foreign 
sovereign, prince or potentate,' ’ and ends 
with, ‘‘And I do promise to faithfully 
support the government of the United 
States as established by the m ilitary 
authorities of the same on the island of 
Porto Rico. ” 
The oaths were prepared by Colonel 
Clons, deputy attorney general of the 
United States on General Miles’ staff. 
When General Wilson presented his 
commission to Mr. Cintron, he said, ‘'I 
hand you this commission as chief mag­ 
istrate of the court of Ponoe and hope 
that you will administer the laws with 
justice and equity and that yon will 
continue to administer the office until 
the island of Porto Rico becomes a part 
of our great republic and that after that 
you may be appointed to fill the same 
place by the president of the United 
States or some other competent author­ 
ity ’» 


According to the terms of the cartel . 
for the surrender of Port Ponce aud 
Ponce, there was to be no disbandment 
of either the police force or the battalion 
of firemen or “ bombas, ” as the lattei 
we called, but there was really no need 
of there having been any such provision. 
Both forces are well organized and 
would have been preserved under the 
plans which General Wilson is carrying 
out of simply superseding the powers of 
the Spanish government by those of the 
United States. The bombas form the 
largest organization here and they are 
all friendly to the United States. At 
lie landing of the troops, dressed in 
their uniforms and armed w ith axes, 
drawn up in m ilitary order, they form­ 
ally surrendered to General Wilson. 
When our troops arrived in Ponce, they 
found the firemen guarding all the 
hastily abandoned public buildings and 
in every way making themselves useful 
and keeping order. The police had most­ 
ly hidden themselves, but before night 
on the first day they began to reappear, 
and on the second day were all on 
duty. To make sure that good order 
should be maintained, and particularly 
to see that none of our own troops 
should get into liquor stores or houses 
and make trouble, the port and city 
were put under command of Captain 
W. B. Allison, Jr., provost officer on 
General Wilson's staff, and guards were 
stationed about the principal streets 
and squares. 
But General Wilson was not content 
with simply re-establishing the routine 
of civil government which existed pre­ 
vious to our coming. Although Ponce 
is far ahead of most Spanish or Span i sh- 
American cities in public improvements 
and in their maintenance, as well as in 
leal tinniness and cleanliness, there is 
yet too much of “ manana” among its 
people and officials to make it a safe 
dace in which to risk the lives of thou­ 
sands of troops in a tropical climate 
without more strict sanitation than any 
town in Spanish America ever knew. 
eople may keep clean if they like in 
these towns, but if they do not like 
there is no one who is going to bother 
to make them do so. W ithin a few days 
?once is going to awaken to a knowledge 
of something new in this line. It has just 
got a modern board of health. 
Among 
the first acts of General Wilson was the 
naming of Surgeon John McG. Wood­ 
bury of his staff as medical director 
general of the Ponoe district. 
Dr. Woodbury inspected the streets, 
the jails, the markets, the stores and 
the stables and concluded at once that 
there must be some organized body in 
authority whioh could clean them and 
keep them clean. He called together all 
the doctors in the city, and on Sunday 
morning, when they met him in the 
courtroom of the city hall, he told them 
his plans. 
There were exactly two 
dozen of these physicians, all fine speci 
mens of well educated Porto Ricans. 
Some had taken their degrees in Paris, 
some in London, some in Philadelphia 
and some in New York. The president 
of the board of health, Major Woodbury 
annonnoed, was to be a physician se­ 
lected by those present from among 
their number. The mayor and the syn­ 
dic of the city were to be ex officio 
members, and the syndic, who is a sort 
of general chairman of all local boards, 
to be the secretary. 
The doctors gave 
Major Woodbury their support, and the 
board was organized yesterday. The 
district, which includes the port, is 
divided into four subdistricts, and each 
of these has an inspector. Today the 
rules of the hoard were published. As 
there is no fund out of which the ex­ 
penses of sanitary work can be paid it 
required considerable ingenuity to con­ 
trive the means in which to have the 
work done and to make the rules effect 
ive. Major Woodbury has contrived 
these in a clever way. The cleaning of 
the streets is to be done by the short 
term prisoners, who are sentenced to 
jail in default of fines for violations of 
minor sorts. 
Stalikeepers and store­ 
keepers in the market most each keep a 
given area clean on pain of forfeiture 
of their stands. The contractor who 
condnots the public slaughter house 
will forfeit his contract if he does not 
keep the place clean, and the proprie­ 
tors of hacks, public stables and such 
places are made subject to the loss of 
licenses if they do not oomply with the 
orders of the board of health. All nui 
sauces discovered on other premises are 
to be abated at the expense of the own 
ere of the land. 
The importance of these regulations 
will be appreciated when it is consider­ 
ed that Ponce lies on a plain at the foot 
of the hills and is nearly flat, and, al­ 
though it has an ample supply of run­ 
ning water, it has not a sewer, nor was 
there any system of cleaning the streets. 
Closets and bathrooms drain into cess­ 
pools, while nature cleaned the streets 
by rinsing them w ith rain and sweeping 
off the refuse through the brick gutters 
which line the streets on each side. As 
the streets are of fairly good macadam 
this is reasonably effective now when 
rain falls in showers every day, but in 
the long, (dry season only the very dry­ 
ness of the air would prevent the filth 
from breeding disease. 
Today Major 
Woodbury has gone to inspect the wa­ 
tershed and the aquednct which supplies 
the city with water. 
The water comes 
from the Rio Portngase, 2>£ miles up 
in the mountains, and is brought here 
in an iron pipe. The jail has been dis­ 
infected, the market properly cleansed, 
and much other work necessary to pre­ 
serving public health is under way. 
Tomorrow a work is to be done which 


Major Woodbury considers the most im ­ 
portant of all. He is going to select the 
ground for a new cemetery and have it 
consecrated. 
Ponce is the seat of a 
bishop, and its cathedral forms, with 
the hall of the firemen, the north side 
of the public plaza. 
Its cemetery is 
within the city limits, at the east end 
of the town and surrounded by habita­ 
tions. Here for hundreds of years have 
been buried not only the residents of 
Ponce, but those who have died in all 
the territory for many miles around. 
Graves have been used over and over 
again until corpses lie there now five 
deep in many parts of the ground. Thus 
does the coming of Americans into this 
ancient Spanish town inject into it a 
new life. In the train of these improve­ 
ments will soon come the building of 
sewers, the adoption of permanent meth­ 
ods of street cleaning and public sanita­ 
tion, the organized care of the parks 
and squares and the replacing of the 
rickety hacks that run from port to city 
w ith trolley cars.

Sanitary Matter* to Receive the Mast Care­ 
ful Attention — New Arrangement* For 
Burial of Dead —The Law* and Custom* 
of the Town Will Be Respected — Ap 
polntment by General Wilson of a Chief 
Magistrate and Registrar — Short Term 
Prisoners to Clean Street*. 


The New York Sun’s correspondent 
at Ponce, Porto Rico, writing under 
the date of Aug. 2, tells how American 
rule was established there. He says: 
When General James H. 
Wilson 
stepped ashore at Port Ponce last Thurs­ 
day morning and the people caught him 
in their arms, hagged him and shouted 
for joy, it was a fitting tribute to the 
kindliness and friendliness of the man 
who is now their military governor. 
The manner in which the American 
forces assumed the reins of government 
almost immediately after the landing 
coaid have left no doubt lingering in 
any mind that it is oar intention not 
only to govern the island wisely and 
well, bat also to keep on governing it 
in the future. General Miles took the 
first steps toward assuring the people— 
Spanish as well as Porto Rican—that 
law and order woald be maintained and 
local traditions respected when he came 
on the day of landing to Ponce, and 
sending for the alcalde or mayor as­ 
sured him that he should remain in 
power over the municipal government, 
unless he did some overt 
against 
our government 
After issuing a 
proclamation, in 
which he assured the people that we 
had come to make war only npon the 
Spanish government and not against the 
people, General Miles turned the con­ 
trol of all civil affairs for the district 
over to General Wilson. General Wil­ 
son’s first act under this authority was 
to appoint Colonel F. A. Hill of his 
staff as collector and to seize the custom 
house and its receipts. 
The custom 
house is the place where all the rev­ 
enues collected in Porto Rico for the 
Spanish government are kept. 
Here 
Colonel Hill found not only above 
$6,000 in Porto Rican money, bat also 
a large amount of stamped paper, which 
has to be used by the islanders in making 
various kinds of official communica­ 
tions. 
There was no business done at the 
custom house that day, and in fact the 
merchants and the three foreign ship 
captains who were found iu port were 
very uncertain whether any could be 
done, but the following day they learn­ 
ed that the only change that had oc­ 
curred so far as they were concerned 
was that Colonel Hill took charge of 
their money instead of the old collector, 
and they paid in more than $7, OOO that 
day. The rate of duties, as with all 
other matters before regulated by law, 
remains the same as that levied by the 
Spanish, and no change will be made 
unless it is ordered from Washington. 
Today General Wilson declared the port 
open for the vessels of all neutral na­ 
tions. 
General Wilson also took the impor­ 
tant step of filling the offices of chief 
magistrate of the city and registrar. 
General Wilson had been engaged for 
several days during a considerable part 
of his time in determining who were 
the best men to fill these important 
plaoes. The four places had been filled 
by Spaniards, but as soon as we took 
possession of the city these men declined 
to serve longer. After consulting with 
all the leading citizens and foreign resi­ 
dents General Wilson selected for chief 
magistrate Rosendo Matienzo Cintron 
and for registrar Jose de Gazma Bcitez, 
both Porto Ricans. Before the oath of 
office was administered to these men 
each was required to take the provisional 
oath of allegiance which was embodied 
in general orders No. IOO, issued in 
1868 by President Lincoln, “ For the 
government of the armies in the field.’’ 
This order was prepared by Dr. Fran­ 
cis Lieber, and it marked an era of great 
advance in the rules of conducting mod­ 
ern warfare. 
The order has since been 
adopted almost as it was issued by 
nearly all the countries of Europe. The 
oath of allegiance exacted under it dif­ 
fers from the usual one for aliens only 
in that it begins, “ During the occu­ 
pancy of the island of Porto Rico by the 
(Jnited States of America I renounce 
and abjure all allegiance to any foreign 
sovereign, prince or potentate, ” and ends 
with, “ And I do promise to faithfully 
support the government of the United 
States as established by the military 
authorities of the same on the island of 
Porto Rico. ” 
The oaths were prepared by Colonel 
Clons, deputy attorney general of the 
United States on General Miles’ staff. 
When General Wilson presented his 
commission to Mr. Ointron, be said, “ I 
hand you this commission as chief mag­ 
istrate of the court of Ponce and hope 
that you will administer the laws with 
justice and equity and that you will 
continue to administer the office until 
the island of Porto Rico becomes a part 
of our great republic and that after that 
you may be appointed to fill the same 
place by the president of the United 
States or some other competent author­ 
ity ” 


According to the terms of the cartel 
for the surrender of Port Ponce aud 
Ponce, there was to be no disbandment 
of either the police force or the battalion 
r»f firemen or “ bombas, ” as the latter 
ire called, but there was really no need 
of there having been any such provision. 
Both forces are well organized and 
would have been preserved under the 
plans which General Wilson is carrying 
out of simply superseding the powers of 
the Spanish government by those of the 
United States. The bombas form the 
largest organization here and they are 
all friendly to the United States. At 
•re landing of the troops, dressed in 
their uniforms and armed with axes. 
drawn up in military order, they form­ 
ally surrendered to General Wilson. 
When our troops arrived in Ponce, they 
found the firemen guarding all the 
hastily abandoned public buildings and 
in every way making themselves useful 
and keeping order. The police had most­ 
ly hidden themselves, but befoiv night 
on the first day they began to reappear, 
and on the second day were all on 
linty. To make sure that good order 
should be maintained, aud particularly 
to see that none of our own troops 
should get into liquor stores or houses 
aud make trouble, the port and city 
were put under command of Captain 
W. B. Allison, Jr., provost officer on 
General Wilson’s staff, and guards were 
stationed about the principal streets 
and squares. 
But General Wilson was not content 
with simply re-establishing the routine 
of civil government which existed pre­ 
vious to our coming. Although Ponce 
is far ahead of most Spanish or Span i sh- 
American cities in public improvements 
and in their maintenance, as well as in 
healthfulness and cleanliness, there is 
yet too much of “ manana’’ among its 
people and officials to make it a safe 
place in which to risk the lives of thou­ 
sands of troops in a tropical climate 
without more strict sanitation than any 
town in Spanish America ever knew. 
People may keep clean if they like in 
these towns, bat if they do not like 
there is no one who is going to bother 
to make them do so. Within a few days 
Ponce is going to awaken to a knowledge 
of something new in this line. It has just 
got a modern board of health. Among 
the first acts of General Wilson was the 
naming of Surgeon John McG. Wood­ 
bury of his staff as medical director 
general of the Ponce district. 
Dr. Woodbury inspected the streets, 
the jails, the markets, the stores and 
the stables and concluded at once that 
there must be some organized body in 
authority which could clean them and 
keep them clean. He called together all 
the doctors in the city, and on Sunday 
morning, when they met him in the 
courtroom of the city hall, he told them 
his plans. 
There were exactly two 
dozen of these physicians, all fine speci 
mens of well educated Porto Ricans. 
Some had taken their degrees in Paris, 
some in London, some in Philadelphia 
and some in New York. The president 
of the board of health, Major Woodbury 
announced, was to be a physician se­ 
lected by those present from among 
their number. The mayor and the syn­ 
dic of the city were to be ex officio 
members, and the syndic, who is a sort 
of general chairman of all local boards, 
to be the secretary. 
The doctors gave 
Major Woodbury their support, and the 
board was organized yesterday. The 
district, which includes the port, is 
divided into four subdistricts, and each 
of these has an inspector. Today the 
rales of the board were pnblished. As 
there is no fund out of which the ex­ 
penses of sanitary work can be paid it 
required considerable ingenuity to con­ 
trive the means in which to have the 
work done and to make the rales effect­ 
ive. Major Woodbury has contrived 
these in a clever way. The cleaning of 
the streets is to be done by the short 
term prisoners, who are sentenced to 
jail in default of fines for violations of 
minor sorts. 
Stallkeepers and store­ 
keepers in the market most each keep a 
given area clean on pain of forfeiture 
of their stands. The contractor who 
conducts the public slaughter house 
will forfeit his contract if he does not 
keep the place clean, and the proprie­ 
tors of hacks, publio stables and such 
places are made subject to the loss of 
licenses if they do not comply with the 
orders of the board of health. All nui­ 
sances discovered on other premises are 
to be abated at the expense of the own­ 
ers of the land. 
The importance of these regulations 
will be appreciated when it is consider­ 
ed that Ponce lies on a plain at the foot 
of the hills and is nearly flat, and, al­ 
though it has an ample supply of run­ 
ning water, it has not a sewer, nor was 
there any system of cleaning the streets. 
Closets and bathrooms drain into cess­ 
pools, while nature cleaned the streets 
by rinsing them with rain and sweeping 
off the refuse through the brick gutters 
which line the streets on each sida As 
the streets are of fairly good macadam 
this is reasonably effective now when 
rain falls in showers every day, but in 
the long, dry season only th" very dry­ 
ness of the air would prevent the filth 
from breeding disease. 
Today Major 
Woodbury has gone to inspect the wa­ 
tershed and the aqueduct which supplies 
the city with water. The whaler comes 
from the Rio Portugase, 2% miles up 
in the mountains, and is brought here 
iu an iron pipe* The jail has been dis­ 
infected, the market properly cleansed, 
aud much other work necessary to pre­ 
serving public health is under way. 
Tomorrow a work is to be done which 


Major Woodbury considers the most im­ 
portant of all. He is going to select the 
ground for a new cemetery and have it 
consecrated. 
Ponce is the seat of a 
bishop, aud its cathedral forms, w ith 
the hall of the firemen, the north side 
of the public plaza. 
Its cemetery is j 
within the city limits, at the east end 
of the town and surrounded by habita- | 
tions. Here for hundreds of years have j 
been buried not only the residents of ! 
Ponce, but those who have died in all 
the territory for many miles around, j 
Graves have been used over and over 
again until corpses lie there now five 
deep in many parts of the ground. Thus 
does the coming of Americans into this 
ancient Spanish town inject into it a 
new life. In the train of these improve­ 
ments will soon come the building of 
sewers, the adoption of permanent meth­ 
ods of street cleaning and public sanita­ 
tion, the organized care of the parks 
and squares aud the replacing of the 
rickety hacks that run from port to city 
with trolley cars.

T o p ic .—Practical u se s o f th e Bible,

Would 
that all men could say with the psalm­ 
ist: 
Ob, how I love thy law I 
I t is m y m ed itatio n all th e day. 
The Bible, to accomplish its high 
purpose, must necessarily be a practical 
book, and it is. Some of its practical 
purposes are pointed out in the topical 
reference. 
1. The Bible gives wisdom and un­ 
derstanding. “ Thou through Thy com­ 
mandments hast made me wiser than 
my enemies. * * * I have more under­ 
standing than all my teachers; fur Thy 
testimonies are my meditation. ” The 
Bible above all gives practical wisdom, 
moral* wisdom. It tells us how we may 
wisely use the talents and opportunities 
of life that our lives may be a success 
for eternity as well as time. It teaches 
us how to number our days that we may 
apply our hearts to wisdom. It aims 
not so much to give intellectual wis­ 
dom, as heart wisdom, practical wisdom 
—such an understanding of life as will 
lead a man to practice virtue and shun 
vice, and after all this is the most de­ 
sirable kind of wisdom. 
2. The Bible refrains our feet from 
every evil way. 
“ I have refrained my 
feet from every evil way, that I might 
keep Thy word.’’ The Bible explains 
to us the true nature of evil, it warns 
us against its awful consequences, and 
in these ways it leads us to refrain from 
evil. It holds up before us the beauty 
and advantages of a holy, virtuous life 
and thus again gives us an incentive for 
avoiding the very appearance of evil. 
We cannot keep God’s word and engage 
in evil, and therefore, if with the 
psalmist we wish to keep the command­ 
ments of God, like him also we must 
refrain our feet from every evil wary. 
8. The Bible is a guide—“ a lamp un­ 
to my feet and a light unto my path. ’’ 
It is our best guide, our only true and 
sure guide. It guides us from sin to 
holiness, from selfishness and worldli­ 
ness to God, from earth to heaven. 
We should seek more and more to 
make the Bible a practical book, by 
putting into practice its commandments 
and precepts. It is not enough to know 
God’s commandments; we must do 
them.

The Eighth wou ld not com­ 
plain, for it is made u p of soldiers who 
do their du ty , bu t the scores of friends 
and relativ es scattered throu gh the east­ 
ern part of Ohio ex pect for them better 
treatment. 
They want the boy s re­ 
tu rned once mere to their homes.for the 
task they set ou t to perform is done. 
They hav e earned the best the gov ern­ 
ment can giv e them, and that ju st now 
seems their old place 
in the Ohio 
National Gu ard.

M anil a , Jnly 3 0, 9 ;45 p. m.—We ar 
riv ed here a few day s since and sent y on 
a letter by way of Hong Kong, China, 
and thence by England, sev eral day s 
ago, giv ing fnll accou nt of onr trip from 
Honolnln to this point, with all scenes 
and incidents of importance enronte. 
hav e jnst receiv ed the information that 
the steamer Anstralia, in the serv ice of 
the United States, will leav e for the 
states tomorrow morning at 7 o’clock, 
and that this later mail will reach y on 
at home at least one week earlier than 
the letter by way of Hong Kong. Despite 
the fact that I am v ery tired, and that 
the first sergeant of A Company has 
notified me that I will be on doty to 
morrow morning at 4 o’clock, in charge 
of a detail of workmen, who will nnload 
v essel, preparatory to going ashore, I am 
going .to write. 
I hav e jnst retnrned from Cav ite, 
where I was permitted to go, in charge 
of 17 men, with Lieu tenant Ewing, of 
A company , as the commissioned officer 
in charge. It was like a new life to me. 
The bu ildings are patterned after the 
old Spanish sty le, with streets abou t 20 
feet in width, and the bu ildings are 
literally packed with nativ es, women 
and children abou nding, and dogs in­ 
nu merable. Cleanliness is one of the 
lost arts in Cav ite. Massiv e cannon are 
placed all along the sea front and present 
a formidable appearance as they posh 
their hu ge mu zzles from the embrasu res; 
bu t they are old fashioned gu ns, and 
amou nt to nex t to nothing when com­ 
pared to the ordnance now in u se. We 
v isited the prisons, where are now con­ 
fined ov er 8,000 Spaniards, men who 
hav e been captu red by the insu rgents 
and who now look throngh prison bars 
which were erected for the pu rpose of 
mprisoning the brethren of these same 
nativ es. 
These Spanish prisoners are 
men of small statu re, and they look in- 
Bigniflcant when compared with Uncle 
Sam’s stu rdy and brawny soldier boy s. 
The shru bbery and foliage is profu se 
and grand in Cav ite. The nativ es are 
small and gannt looking, seeming as if 
they merely ex isted. The horses in nse 
are abont the size of an u nderfed Shet- 
and pony , and the conv ey ances are two 
wheeled, something like those u sed by 
the mailcarriers in East Liv erpool. 
Bananas, pineapples, mangoes, melons 
and other fmit abou nd, bnt of an in- 
erior qu ality . Very fine cigars are 
abu ndant, and cigarettes can be had for 
a song. Ou r troops now hav e fnll oon- 
trol of affairs in Cav ite, abou t 10 or 12 
miles fropi Manila, bu t the insu rgents 
are allowed to gu ard and take care of 
the Spaniards captu red by them. Ad­ 
miral Dewey sent a war v essel against 
one of the Manila range of forts a few 
day s since, silenced the gu ns thereon 
and took 
between 9 00 
and 
1,000 
prisoners, 
and these prisoners are 
gu arded and looked after by the Yankee 
•pigs.” 
I hav e been aboard of the wreck of the 
Reina Christiana, the late Spanish flag 
ship, on two occasions since my arriv al 
here, and hav e secu red a nu mber of 
small relics, which I shall bring home 
if God spares my life. This v essel was 
a formidable one in the line of armored 
cru isers, hav ing six 6 -inch gnns and a 
nu mber of smaller rapid fire gnns. She 
had the temerity to make a ru sh for the 
Oly mpia and Boston, and was fairly 
perforated in consequ ence, the gu nners 
of the Yankee v essels doing magnificent 
shooting. As she fou nd her mistake, 
she attempted to retreat, when an 8-lnch 
shell entered her stern and passed into 
her boilers, ex ploding them and cau sing 
temble loss of life. It was late in the 
ev ening when I first v isited this wreck, 
and blackness of darkness su rrou nded u s 
before we came away , ou r only light in 
rehc hu nting being the fltfnl flashes of 
lightning which 
foretold a coming! 
storm. I 8 ecnred on this v isit a part of 
the breech of the forward gu n. while 
Harry Bishop, of D company , Connells- 
v ille. Pa., secu red the hind sight of the 
same gu n. The steward of onr v essel 
was so fortu nate as to get a Spanish 
flag, which one of the div ers brou ght 
u p from below for him. There are 11 
v essels ly ing arou nd and abou t ou r own 


ship, ev idence 
of the 
magnificent 
gu nnery of Dewey ’s gallant men. Two 
small gu nboata escaped du ring the battle 
and passed u p a riv er leading past 
Cav ite. The Petrel now gu ards the 
month of this steam, and as I write her 
search light flashes ou t ov er the waters, 
in search of any interlopers. The bar 
bor is kept ablaze du nng the hou rs of 
the night by the great search lights 
flashed ont from the v ariou s war v essels 
of Dewey ’s fleet. 
We are now looking anx iou sly for the 
mammoth monitor Monterey , with her 
13 inch gnns, as we hav e the news that 
a hnge battleship of Spain, aocompan 
ied by three protected cru isers and 
transports carry ing 4,000 infantry , hav e 
entered the Snez canal and are now en 
rou te for Manila, with the threat from 
the Spanish commander that he will 
first destroy Dewey ’s fleet and wipe u p 
the earth with the Yankee infantry 
landed u pon the Philippine soil, and the 
Tenth is embraced in this nu mber. He’s 
cou nting his chicks before they are 
hatched. Dewey is able to take care of 
himself, ev en withou t the presence of 
the Monterey ; bu t it wou ld make the 
matter more binding if the Monterey had 
her twin sister, the monitor Monadnock, 
were here. 
The Spaniards made a sally last night 
from their entrenchments abont Manila 
and drov e the insu rgents from their 
rifle pits, when the First Colorado 
v olu nteers stepped in between the com­ 
batants and the Spanish retired. Ru mor 
has it that two of the Colorado boy s were 
killed, bu t this rnmor may be nn- 
fonnded; the v olu nteers were simply 
u nder fire and the bu llets were bnzzing, 
bu t I u nderstand that they made no on­ 
slau ght u pon the enemy . The fighting 
will come after while, when Dewey is 
fu lly ready and the land forces are in 
position. It 1 8 u nderstood that the com­ 
mander of the Dons offered to su rrender 
the citadel to the Yankees conditionally , 
bu t that Dewey responded that the only 
terms were u nconditional su rrender. 
Nearly all of ou r force, some 6 ,000 
men, are now landed and in position, 
and the Tenth is ex pected to land to­ 
morrow, and this accou nts for Sergeant 
Harry Palmer being tu rned ou t at the 
u nseemly hou r of 4 a. m. Ex pect to 
giv e y ou stirring news in my nex t letter, 
if God wills that I shall hav e time and 
opportu nity . Onr pray ermeetings ev ery 
morning, and ou r chu rch serv ices on 
Sabbath are v ery interesting and help­ 
fu l. and mu ch good is being accom­ 
plished. Remember me to ou e and all 
of the friends.

We are now looking anxiously for the 
mammoth monitor Monterey, with ber 
IS inch guns, as we have the news that 
a huge battleship of Spain, accompan­ 
ied by three protected cruisers and 
transports carrying 4,000 infantry, have 
entered the Suez canal and are now en­ 
route for Manila, with the threat from 
the Spanish commander that he will 
first destroy Dewey’s fleet and wipe up 
the earth with the Yankee infantry 
landed upon the Philippine soil, and the 
Tenth is embraced in this number.

WERE SENT TO THE SOLDIERS 


Some Underclothing Also Added to the 
Shipm ent—The Present of the Red Croft* 
Society and Other Patriotic People W ill 
Make Company K Happy. 


The Red Gross society’s donation to 
the boys of Company E was sent yester­ 
day afternoon to Montauk Point, L. I. 
The donation speaks well for the city, 
as it was very substantial evidence of 
the patriotism of the people. It con­ 
sisted of nine large coffee boxes and four 
barrels with a total weight of 1,045 
pounds and cost $35 expressage. 
The packages were all addressed to 
Captain Hill at Camp Wikoff, and when 
the boys reaoh Camp Wikoff they will 
have such a feast as they have not had 
in many weeks. The boxes were filled 
with almost everything good to eat, and 
there was a considerable amount of 
underwear. 
One barrel was packed 
with boiled hams alone. A goodly sup 
ply of tobacco was also sent. 
The work of packing was done by 
N. T. Ashbaugh and his crew from the 
ohina works. 
The express company has a reduced 
rate to New York for all articles sent sol­ 
diers, but beyond that point the pack­ 
ages are in charge of the Long 'Island 
company, and they make no reduction. 


Polities lo W ashington's Time. 
But, even worse than official incompe­ 
tency, those who provided the supplies 
were tainted with peculation and fraud, 
says Charles Kendall Adams in The 
Atlantic. The historical student, as he 
gives up the idea that the legislation of 
the time was supremely wise. Bust al­ 
so. however reluctantly, allude u the 
idea that the Revolutionary period was 
an age of spotless political virtue. 
Agai* aud again Washington pleaded 
with congress and with the chief offi­ 
cers of the individual states. In appeal­ 
ing to President Reed of Pennsylvania 
on the 12thof December, 1778, to bring 
those whom he calls the “ murderers of 
our cause” “ to condign punishment,” 
he unbridled his passion and sent these 
energetic words: “ I would to God that 
one of the most atrocious in each state 
were hung on a gallows five times as 
high as the one prepared by Haman. ” 
The situation seemed so desperate 
that only six days later he wrote to 
Benjamin Harrison, the speaker of the 
house of delegates of Virginia, “ As 
there can be no harm in a pious wish 
for the good of one’s country.! shall 
offer it as mine that each state will not 
only choose but compel its ablest men 
to attend congress. ”

evening, and Samuel Eardley was ap­ 
pointed chief marshal. 
The selection 
of police was left in the hands of the 
grounds committee. The railroad com­ 
mittee reported they had secured excur­ 
sion rates. 


Quaint Ftts-Jam es O’Brien. 
Mrs. M. E. W. Sherwood relates in 
the New York Times some amusing 
sayings of Fitz-James O’Brien. On vis­ 
iting a very patriotic lady on New 
Year’s day, after the civil war was de­ 
clared, he said, “ She had flags on the 
mantel and cold roast eagle on the side­ 
board. ” When asked if he partook of 
the latter, he said no, as “ an Irishman 
he was drawn by a patriotic instinct to 
the potato salad, ” and demanded Scotch 
whisky to show cosmopolitan breath. 
Lest he should become too bellicose, he 
“ felt even afraid to handle a drum­ 
stick.” 
Asked if women had inspired men to 
drink as well as to heroic actions, he 
said, “ Yes! Often when one is Mumm, 
and the other extra dry. ” 
And speaking of the heroic intoxica­ 
tion that has sent so many men to war, 
he said it is what “ makes the puppies 
fight well, and then, we feel such a de­ 
licious egotism.

Diamond gladded Streets. 
Perhaps the most interesting fact in 
connection with Kimberly, the Diamond 
City, is the “ street washing, ” and some 
of the debris washers have done very 
well. The “ washing” consists of over­ 
hauling the earth for diamonds. 
At nearly every meeting of the bor­ 
ough council applications for permis­ 
sion to wash streets, or portions of 
streets, are received. The would be 
washer has to obtain tho consent of per­ 
sons resident in the street or road, to 
put the latter into sound repair again 
and pay tithe to the municipality in 
the shape of IO per cent on his gross 
finds. Last year £960 was paid to the 
municipality in this way. 
In the early days of the diamond 
fields the ground was washed in a very 
primitive style, many diamonds being 
thrown away in the debris, as it is call­ 
ed. This debris was subsequently used 
for street making purposes, and now, 
years after, with better machinery at 
their disposal, people find it pays to 
“ wash the streets.”—Cape Times.

History Hoinetimes, and romance oft* 
pn, t« *ll of the march of conq uering he- 
rm*H along pathways strewn with roses 
ami amid the loud acclaim bf a grateful 
poeple, but certainly no snch scene of 
fact or fiction ever surpassed in appro­ 
priateness or beauty that which was 
witnessed recently along the road to 
Adjuntas. 
Adjnntas is 20 miles from Ponce, on 
the* road to Arecibo, a thriving seaport 
on the northern coast of Porto Rico, 
about 40 miles to the westward of Sau 
.Tuan—at present the city of all cities 
to the American army. It is of itself of 
no importance strategically, but owing 
to information which reached the Amer­ 
ican lines to the effect that the military 
road to San Juan had been rendered im­ 
passable by mines near and in Ailbonito 
pass, it became necessary to reconnoiter 
the road to Arecibo. Hence the fame of 
Adjuntas. General Roy Stone was the 
man who undertook the task, and he 
did it just as though there were not 100 
Spaniards on the island. There is a tel­ 
egraph office at Adjuntas, and in order 
to repair the line to that point and to 
open an office Captain Lemar of the sig­ 
nal corps was sent ahead to prospect his 
wire. 
He took only a dozen men with 
him and started out. An hour later 
(General Sfbne set out. He rode in a car­ 
riage, for it was his intention to test 
the road for wagon trains. Only one or­ 
derly, leading the general’s horse, ac­ 
companied him. For the first few miles 
the road ran through the lowlands, hard 
and smooth as a floor, a perfect path for 
wheeling. 
' By and by the hills came and the 
smooth road became rough and jagged. 
Up, up it went, winding and twisting 
oeaselessly, sometimes filled with great 
bowlders, sometimes deep with mud. 
The horses sweated until they staggered 
with the loads. Still the ascent kept up, 
ever higher and higher. Once over the 
divide progress was more rapid, for, 
while the road did not improve, it was 
at least down hill, and Porto Rican 
c(Wobers drive with the recklessness of 
the devil. With whistles between their 
teeth they raced their horses down the 
steep inclines, winding sharply in and 
out, with great cliffs on one side and 
precipices on the other, whistling furi- 
ouslv all the time to warn any persons 
who might be driving in the opposite 
direction. 
Toward night the 20 miles between 
Ponce and Adjnntas was aliufist covered. 
With an approach to the confines of the 
town came the first intimation of the 
reception which itw'ould be the fortune 
of the newcomers to meet. At the top 
of a little knoll, perhaps two miles from 
Adjuntas, kKkxI a cottage, thatched and 
pati’hed, apparently the home of an 
honest Porto Rican farmhand. In the 
low doorway which faced the road were 
a woman and a girl, the latter about 
15 years of age. The rapidly whirling 
carriages might not have noticed the 
humble figures, but just as they were 
dashing by the girl raised both her 
hands and motioned for the carriages to 
stop. The drivers haule<l the horses back 
upon their haunches, and out from the 
doorway tripped the blushing young 
Porto Rican maiden. In each of her 
small brow'n hands she held great bou­ 
q uets of roses, rod and white, and fra­ 
grant as the choicest of greenhouse pets. 
“ Vivan los Americanos!” she piped, as 
she held one bouq uet out to the for­ 
ward carriage, aud, repeating her salu­ 
tation, she tossed her other prize to the 
travelers in the rear, aucT thou fled to 
the home of her fathers. 
This was but a hint of what was to 
follow. Groups of women gathered at 
the wider spaces of the roadway each 
with flowers picked from the Porto 
Rican fields w’ith her own hand and 
crying “ Vivan Americanos!” “ Viva 
Porto Rico libre!” pelted the passersby 
with their tokens of loyalty. The nearer 
the approach to the village proper the 
thicker became the hail of floral offer­ 
ings. From the housetops, the balconies, 
the windows, the trees even, poured this 
rain of flowers. The horses shied aud 
went tearing faster aud faster, while 
the cocheras howled profanely and glee­ 
fully. 
By this time a perfect mob was 
trailing in the rear, and when General 
Stone drew up at the public sq uare the 
entire town snrrounded him, cheering, 
danoing and still raining their roses, 
and, elbowing his way through the 
throng came Theodoro Figueroa, the al­ 
calde of Adjuntas. With the smile of a 
dapper dancing master aud the sweeping 
bow of a great patriot, Seuor Figueroa 
raised aloft an American flag which, he 
announced, had been made by the wom­ 
en of the town. They begged the Amer­ 
ican general to do them the honor to al­ 
low it to be raised, a recjuest he granted 
with great zest and alacrity. The cere­ 
mony took place amid moi-e cheers at 
the town hall, and here, too, General 
Stone made a brief spt>ech and had read 
General Miles’ proclamation as to our 
purposes iu Porto Rico. This appt‘art>d 
to please every one immensely, and they 
“ vivad” until the general had sought 
the privacy of a bouse and the few .sol­ 
diers had scattere« !. Then they went 
away to get their suppers, only to re­ 
turn aud « ra/.e uoou these wonderful 


Americans, who iu the meanwniie had 
captured a number of volunteers and re­ 
leased them on parole. Although a doz­ 
en Spaniards could easily have taken 
General Stone a pri.wner, he wa.s not 
disturbed during the night. The Span­ 
iards had left the town the day before 
and were then five miles on toward 
Arecibo. There were 100 ip the garrison 
at Adjuntas, aud, while there wa.s no 
great bitterness between them and the 
citizens, the welcome given the Ameri­ 
cans is testimony beyond contravention 
of the Porto Ricans’ sincere desire to be 
rid of them.—New York Sun. 
EXPANSION IN TRADE

New' Y or k , Aug. 20.—K. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, i.ssued 
today, .said in i» art: 
A war which brought no shrinkage 
of business while it lasted has brought 
with its ending a q uite remarkable ex­ 
pansion. 
Grders and purchases have 
increa.sed iu nearly all branches, lew' as 
yet being of such nature that they can 
be attributed to the material enlarge­ 
ment of trade with the lately Spanish 
islands which must come a little later. 
It is odd that the iron industry, while 
reporting a decline in products, show 
more surprising gain in business than 
any other. 
Some mills are closing and others are 
selling old stocks of wool, present orders 
for g i^ s not warranting present prices 
of material. Yet other mills in eq ual 
number are starting on different lines 
of goods, and in dress goods, instead of 
IN) per cent plain, a large proportion of 
fancies has i>eeu taken, though a heavy 
auction sale, just announced, may af- 
ffx;t the demand. 
Wheat has further declined 2 cents 
in spite of general holuiug of better 
grades by farmers, which renders re­ 
ceipts low and visible supply small be­ 
yond precedent.

History sometimes, and romance oft­ 
en, tell of the march of conquering he­ 
roes along pathways strewn with roses 
and amid the loud acclaim bf a grateful 
people, but certainly no such scene of 
tact or fiction ever surpassed in appro­ 
priateness or beauty that which was 
witnessed recently along the road to 
Adjnntas. 
Adjnntas is 20 miles from Ponce, on 
the* road to Arecibo, a thriving seaport 
on the northern coast of Porto Rico, 
about 40 miles to the westward of San 
Joan—at present the city of all cities 
to the American army. It is of itself of 
no importance strategically, but owing 
to information which reached the Amer­ 
ican lines to the effect that the m ilitary 
road to San Juan had been rendered im ­ 
passable by mines near and in Antonito 
pass, it became necessary to reconnoiter 
the road to Arecibo. Hence the fame of 
Adjnntas. General Roy Stone was the 
man who undertook the task, and he 
did it just as though there were not IOO 
Spaniards on the island. There is a tel­ 
egraph office at Adjnntas, and in order 
to repair the line to that point and to 
open an office Captain Lemar of the sig­ 
nal corps was sent ahead to prospect his 
wire. 
He took only a dozen men with 
him and started out. 
An hoar later 
General Sfbne set out. He rode in a car 
riage, for it was his intention to test 
the road for wagon trains. Only one or 
derly, leading the general’s horse, ac 
companied him. For the first few miles 
the road ran through the lowlands, hard 
nnd smooth as a floor, a perfect path for 
wheeling. 
By and by the hills came and the 
smooth road became rough and jagged 
Up, up it went, winding and twisting 
ceaselessly, sometimes filled with great 
bowlders, sometimes deep with mud. 
The horses sweated until they staggered 
with the loads. Still the ascent kept up, 
ever higher and higher. Once over the 
divide progress was more rapid, for, 
while the road did not improve, it was 
at least down hill, and Porto Rican 
coachers drive with the recklessness o: 
the devil. With whistles between their 
teeth they raced their horses down the 
steep inclines, winding sharply in am 
out, with great cliffs on one side anc 
precipices on the other, whistling furi 
oilily all the time to warn any persons 
who might be driving in the opposite 
direction. 
Toward night the 20 miles between 
Ponce and Adjuntas was almost covered 
W ith an approach to the confines of the 
town came the first intimation of the 
reception which it would be the fortune 
of the newcomers to meet. At the top 
of a little knoll, perhaps two miles from 
Adjuntas, stood a cottage, thatched and 
patched, apparently the home of an 
holiest Porto Rican farmhand. 
In the 
low doorway which faced the road were 
a woman aud a girl, the latter about 
15 years of age. The rapidly whirling 
carriages might not have noticed the 
humble figures, but just as they were 
dashing by the girl raised both her 
hands and motioned for the carriages to 
stop. The drivers hauled the horses back 
upon their haunches, and out from the 
doorway tripped the blushing young 
Porto Rioan maiden. In each of her 
small brown hands she held great bou- 
- quets of roses, red and white, and fra­ 
grant aa the choicest of greenhouse pets. 
“ Vi van I os Americanos!” she piped, as 
she held one bouquet out to the for­ 
ward carriage, and, repeating her salu­ 
tation, she tossed her other prize to the 
travelers in the rear, ancf then fled to 
the home of her fathers. 
This was but a hint of what was to 
follow. Groups of women gathered at 
the wider spaces of the roadway each 
with flowers picked from the Porto 
Rican fields with her own hand aud 
crying “ Vivan Americanos!” “ Viva 
Porto Rico libre!” pelted the passersby 
with their tokens of loyalty. The nearer 
tho approach to the village proper the 
thicker beoawe the hail of floral offer­ 
ings. From the housetops, the balconies, 
the windows, the trees even, poured this 
rain of flowers. The horses shied and 
went tearing faster and faster, while 
the cocheras howled profanely and glee­ 
fully. 
By this time a perfect mob was 
trailing in the rear, and when General 
Stone drew up at the public square the 
entire town surrounded him, cheering, 
dancing and still raining their roses, 
and, elbowing his way through the 
throng came Theodore Figueroa, the a1 
calde of Adjuntas. W ith the smile of a 
dapper dancing master and the sweeping 
bow of a great patriot, Senor Figueroa 
raised aloft an American flag which, he 
announced, had been made by the wom­ 
en of the town. They begged the Amer­ 
ican general to do them the honor to al­ 
low it to be raised, a request he granted 
with great zest and alacrity. The cere­ 
mony took place amid more cheers at 
the town hall, and here, too, General 
Stone made a brief speech and had read 
General Miles’ proclamation as to our 
purposes in Porto Rico. 
This appeared 
to please every one immensely, and they 
“ vivad” until the general bad sought 
the privacy of a bouse and the few sol­ 
diers had* scattered. Then they went 
away to get their suppers, only to re­ 
turn and gaze uoon these wonderful 


Americans, who in the meanwniie nan 
captured a number of volunteers and re­ 
leased them on parole. Although a doz­ 
en Spaniards could easily have taken 
General Stone a prisoner, he was not 
disturbed during the night. The Span­ 
iards had left the town the day before 
and were then five miles on toward 
Arecibo. There were IOO iv the garrison 
at Adjuntas, and, while there was no 
great bitterness between them and tho 
citizens, the welcome given the Ameri­ 
cans is testimony beyond contravention 
of the Porto Ricans’ sincere desire to be 
rid of them.—New York Sun.

History sometimes, and romance oft­ 
en, tell of the march of conquering he­ 
roes along pathways strewn with roses 
and amid the loud acclaim bf a grateful 
people, but certainly no such scene of 
fact or fiction ever surpassed in appro­ 
priateness or beauty that which was 
witnessed recently along tho road to 
Adjuntas. 
Adjnutas is 20 miles from Ponce, on 
the road to Areel bo, a thriving seaport 
on the northern coast of Porto Hico, 
about 40 miles to the westward of San 
.Tuan—at present the city of all cities 
to the American army. It is of itself of 
no importance strategically, but owing 
to information which reached the Amer­ 
ican lines to the effect that the military 
road to San Juan had been rendered im­ 
passable by mines near and in Aibonito 
pass, it became necessary to reconnoiter 
the road to Arecibo. Hence the fame of 
Adjuntas. General Roy Stone was the 
man who undertook the task, and be 
did it just as though there were not IOO 
Spaniards on the island. There is a tel­ 
egraph office at Adjnntas, and in order 
to repair the line to that point and to 
open an office Captain Lemar of the sig­ 
nal corps was sent ahead to prospect his 
wire. 
He took only a dozen men with 
him and started out. 
An hour later 
General Stone set out. He rode in a car­ 
riage, for it was his intention to test 
the road for wagon trains. Only one or­ 
derly, leading the general’s horse, ac­ 
companied him. For the first few miles 
the road ran through the lowlands, hard 
and smooth as a floor, a perfect path for 
wheeling. 
By and by the hills came and the 
smooth road became rough and jagged. 
Up, up it went, winding and twisting 
ceaselessly, sometimes filled with great 
bowlders, sometimes deep with mud. 
The horses sweated until they staggered 
with the loads. Still the ascent kept up, 
ever higher and higher. Once over the 
divide progress was more rapid, for, 
while the road did not improve, it was 
at least down hill, and Porto Rican 
coachers drive with the recklessness of 
the devil. With whistles between their 
teeth they raced their horses down the 
steep inclines, winding sharply in and 
out, with great cliffs on one side and 
precipices on the other, whistling furi­ 
ously all the time to warn any persons 
who might be driving in the opposite 
direction. 
Toward night the 20 miles between 
Ponce and Adjuntas was almost covered. 
W ith an approach to the confines of the 
town came the first intimation of tho 
reception which it would be the fortune 
of the newcomers to meet. At the top 
of a li t t l e knoll, perhaps two miles from 
Adjuntas, stood a cottage, thatched and 
patched, apparently the home of an 
honest Porto Rican farmhand. In the 
low doorway which faced the road were 
a woman aud a girl, the latter about 
15 years of age. 
The rapidly whirling 
carriages might not have noticed tho 
ham blo figures, but just as they were 
dashing by the girl raised both her 
hands and motioned for the carriages to 
stop. The drivers hauled the horses back 
upon their haunches, aud out from the 
doorway tripped the blushing young 
Porto Rioan maiden. 
In each of her 
small brown hands she held great bou­ 
quets of roses, red and white, and fra­ 
grant as the choicest of greenhouse pets. 
“ Vivan los Americanos!'' she piped, as 
she held one bouquet out to the for­ 
ward carriage, aud, repeating her salu­ 
tation, she tossed her other prize to the 
travelers in the rear, antf then fled to 
the home of her fathers. 
This was but a hint of what was to 
follow. Groups of women gathered at 
the wider spaces of the roadway each 
with flowers picked from the Porto 
Rican fields with her own hand and 
crying “ Vivan Americanos!" “ Viva 
Porto Rico libre!" pelted the passersby 
w i th their tokens of loyalty. The nearer 
tho approach to the village proper the 
thicker became the hail of floral offer­ 
ings. From the housetops, the balconies, 
the windows, the trees even, poured this 
rain of flowers. The horses shied and 
went tearing faster and faster, while 
the cocheras howled profanely and glee­ 
fully. 
By this time a perfect mob was 
trailing in the rear, and when General 
Stone drew up at the public square the 
entire town surrounded him, cheering, 
dancing and still raining their roses, 
and, elbowing his way through the 
throng came Theodore Figueroa, the al­ 
calde of Adjuntas. W ith the smile of a 
dapper dancing master and the sweeping 
bow of a great patriot, Senor Figueroa 
raised aloft an American flag which, be 
announced, had been made by the wom­ 
en of the town. They begged the Amer­ 
ican general to do them the honor to al­ 
low it to be raised, a request he granted 
with great zest and alacrity. The cere­ 
mony took place amid more cheers at 
the town hall, apd here, too, General 
Stone made a brief speech and had read 
General Miles' proclamation as to our 
purposes in Porto Rico. 
This appeared 
to please every one immensely, and they 
“ vivad" until the general had sought 
the privacy of a bouse and the few sol­ 
diers had scattered. 
Then they went 
away to get their suppers, only to re­ 
turn aud traze uoon these wonderful 


Americans, who in the meanwhile had 
captured a nmnberof volunteers and re­ 
leased them on parole. Although a doz­ 
en Spaniards could easily have taken 
General Stone a prisoner, he was not 
disturbed during the night. The Span­ 
iards had left the town the day before 
and were then five miles on toward 
; Arecibo. There were IOO in the garrison 
at Adjuntas, and, while there was no 
I great bitterness between them and tho

Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in jiart:

Orders and purchases have 
increased iu nearly all branches, few as 
yet being of such nature that they can 
be attributed to the material enlarge­ 
ment of trade with the lately Spanish 
islands which must come a little later. 
It is odd that the iron industry, while 
reporting a decline in products, show 
more surprising gain in business than 
any other. 
Some mills are closing and others are 
selling old stocks of wool, present orders 
for goods not warranting present prices 
of material. 
Yet other mills in equal 
number are starting on different lines 
of goods, and in dress goods, instead of 
DO per cent plain, a large proportion of 
fancies has been taken, though a heavy 
auction sale, just announced, may af­ 
fect the demand. 
W heat has further declined 2 cents 
in spite of general holding of bettor 
grades by farmers, which renders re­ 
ceipts low and visible supply small be­ 
yond precedent. 
At 76 cents now, At­ 
lantic exports for the week hav r been 
J,059,680 bushels, flour included, against 
3,705,287 bushels last yeaij and Pacific 
exports, 175,400 bushels, against 384,846 
bushels last year.

M adrid, Aug. 20.—The government 
has resolved to insist that the capitula­ 
tion of Manila after the signing of the 
protocol will have no effect in the peace 
negotiations unfavorable to Spain. 
In any event the government holds 
that the 
capitulation, having 
been 
gigned by the commander of the town, 
does not entail the surrender of the 
whole of the Philippines. 
All indications are that the peace ne­ 
gotiations will be prolonged. 
The op­ 
position factions are redoubling the ag­ 
itation for convoking the cortes, and it 
is said that Senor Sagasta begins to 
hesitate, although he shares the opinion 
of Duke Almodovar de Rio, the foreign 
m mister, as to the inconvenience in­ 
volved in a meeting of the oortes and a 
series of debates during the peace ne 
gotiations. 
Madrid, Aug. 20.—The cabinet coun­ 
cil last night decided to appoint Gen­ 
eral Gonzales Parrado, second in com- 
uiaud in Cuba, Rear Admiral Luis Pas­ 
tor Landere, who succeeded Admiral 
Navarro, the Spanish commander in 
Cuban waters, and Marquis de Montoro, 
minister of finance, 
in the 
insular 
cabinet, as the commission of evacua­ 
tion for Cuba. 
The Porto Rican com­ 
mission has not yet been appointed, the 
government awaiting an expression of 
the views of Governor General Macias, 
but it Has been decided the Admiral 
Vallarino shall be one of the com­ 
missioners. 
The peace commissioners have not 
been nominated, but it is believed the 
composition of the commission has been 
decided upon, though the names of its 
members will not be published yet, as 
the government is resolved to take ad­ 
vantage of tho delay granted by the 
protocol in order to avoid a cabinet 
crisis. 
Washington, Aug. 20.—The claims 
made in Madrid that the protocol, and 
not the capitulation, controls the status 
of affairs in the Philippines, would not 
be discuss! d yesterday by state depart­ 
ment officials. 
The Madrid discussion 
is looked upon as rather academic, as it 
is taken for granted that claims will be 
made on both sides, and that the Pans 
tribunal will be the final arbiter of the 
case.

N ew' Y o r k , Aug. 20.— This city cele­ 
brated in fitting style the arrival of the 
big w arships today and their parade up 
the Hudson river to Grant’s tomb. 
When Admiral Sampson’s squadron 
of wrar vessels reached New York har­ 
bor, direct from the seat of war, it re­ 
ceived an unusual compliment from the 
military defenses. 
Ordinarily salutes 
in New York harbor are fired from the 
saluting station on Governor’s Island. 
But in the present instance of the re­ 
turn of the victorious ships, not only 
the gun at the saluting station boomed 
its welcome, but also guns at Fort 
Hamilton and Fort Wadsworth, at the 
N arrows, and at Forth Hancock, out at 
bandy Hook. 
The national administration was rep­ 
resented at the parade by six members 
of the cabinet, Secretary Bliss, Post­ 
master General Smith, Attorney Gen­ 
eral Griggs and Secretaries Gage and j 
Wilson. 
They were accompanied by 
Governor Pingree of Michigan as a J 
guest of Secretary Alger. 
A holiday had been declared and t 
practically all business was suspended. 
Admiral bampson’s fleet found the 
river and bay crowded with sightseers 
when it arrived. 
The ships proceeded to the anchorage 
at Tompkinsville and there awaited the 
arrival of Mayor Yan Wyck and a dele­ 
gation of citizens, , who went aboard the 
flagship and delivered an address to 
Admiral Sampson and the men of his 
command. 
The fleet then raised anchor and pro­ 
ceeded northward up the bay to Cler­ 
mont aud returned slowly to their 
anchorage at Tompkinsville.

“ G u a t e m a l a , Aug. 18. 
Day, Washington: 
“Ocos was occupied on the 10th by the 
government forces and 900 sacks of 
coffee and other valuable property ol 
foreigners saved from destruction. Thie 
occupation was aided without forces by 
Captain Fegau of the British gunboat 
Leandor, 
acting 
under 
request 
of 
British, German and lilte d State.- 
ministers. 
Morales 
retreated before 
national troops to Cuchumatanes moun­ 
tains, where he was surrounded and 
captured yesterday in a cave, where he 
had been hiding for several days, with­ 
out food aud ill from hunger, fatigue 
aud exposure. 
Commandmg general 
ordered him removed to San Marcos. 
Medical aid was summoned, but he died 
on the way at San Sebastian last night 
at 11. This is the end of the revolution. 
“ H unter.'’ 
Morales gathered together a good 
sized baud along the Mexican border 
and made his appearance at the large 
town of Goos. 
He seized mauy thou­ 
sand bags of coffee aud put them to the 
strange use of building breastworks for 
bis revolutionary band. 
Sorties were 
made 
along 
the harbor front, ami 
launches aud other craft burned aud 
destroyed. 
One of the most audacious 
acts was tho laying tribute upon the 
U uit» d States consul aud other consu­ 
lar officers there in tile sum of $1,500. 
Owing to the war with Spain we had 
no warship there, 
it is for this reason, 
probably, that the foreign represeuta 
lives, including those of the United 
States, unit d in asking the aul of the 
British naval commander at Ocos. 
Prospero Morales has been a conspicu 
ous figure in Central American affairs 
during the last three years. 
He was 
minister of w ar in the cabinet of PresL 
dent Barrios, aud it is said that he used 
the war office to foment the rebellion 
against Barrios. The latter detected the 
plot, aud Morales fled to Mexico, where 
he organized his revolutionary bands 
In the meantime Barrios was assassin 
ated, being succeeded by President Ce 
barra. It was thought the death of Bar 
rios would ultimately lead to the suo 
cess of Morales’ revolutionary move 
ments. 
It culminated in the raids of the last 
few weeks, aud Anally in the death of 
the noted revolutionary chief. 
Among 
South American officials here it is said 
that Morales’ death will restore a calin 
to Central American affairs, which has 
not existed for mauy months, even 
years, owing to the widespread influ 
ence of Morales. 
He was about 45 
years old, a man of education aud 
marked force of character.

W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 20.—One of the 
largest fleets of warships ever assembled 
in an American port will be brought 
together in the next few days at Fort 
Monroe. Already 57 warships are under 
orders to rendezvous there, aud the 
orders still to be issued will raise the 
total to the neighborhood of 70. 
They 
are mainly small craft, although there 
are some large cruisers and gunboats. 
The movement of these ships north­ 
ward is due to the close of hostilities, 
and more particularly to the desire to 
get the ships away from points of pos­ 
sible fever infection. 
They will now 
be put rn thorough repair, and their 
crews will be gradually changed from 
naval militiamen to sailors of the regu­ 
lar navy. 
The navy department has not yet de­ 
termined what ships will go to Havana, 
San Juan and other points of Cuba aud 
Porto Rico. 
There is felt to be no 
hurry about this until the authority of 
the United States is folly established 
throughout the islands. 
In the meantime, the matter of po- 
licing the shore points is being consid­ 
ered, and in due time a number of the 
light 
draught auxiliary craft 
aud 
some of the single turreted monitors 
will be used for this coast j>atrol. 
It is 
found, however, that only four of the 
old monitors of the Civil war are fit for 
this service in southern waters. 
As many naval vessels will be cen­ 
tered about the West Indies from this 
time forward, the navy department will 
send the new floating dock, recently 
bought rn New York, down the coast 
to Pensacola, Fla., where it will be kept 
for docking the warships.

The New York Sun’s correspondent 
at Ponce, Porto Rico, writing under 
the date of Aug. 2, tells how American 
rule was established there. 
He says: 
When General James H. 
Wilson 
stepped ashore at Port Ponce last Thurs­ 
day morning and the people caught him 
in their arms, hogged him and shouted 
for joy, it was a fitting tribute to the 
kindliness and friendliness of the man 
who is now their military governor. 
The manner in which the American 
forces assumed the reins of government 
almost immediately after the landing 
could have left no doubt lingering in 
any mind that it is our intention not 
only to govern the island wisely and 
well, but also to keep on governing it 
in the future. 
General Miles took the 
first steps toward assuring the people— 
Spanish as well as Porto Rican—that 
law and order would be maintained and 
local traditions respected when he came 
on the day of landing to Ponce, and 
sending for the alcalde or mayor as­ 
sured him that he should remain in 
power over the municipal government, 
unless he did some overt ft* against 
our government. 
After issuing a 
proclamation, 
in 
which he assured the people that we 
had come to make war only upon the 
Spanish government and not against the 
people, General Miles turned the con­ 
trol of all civil affairs for the district 
over to General Wilson. 
General Wil­ 
son’s first act under this authority was 
to appoint Colonel F. A. Hill of bis 
staff as collector and to seize the custom 
house and its receipts. 
The custom 
house is the place where all the rev­ 
enues collected in Porto Rico for the 
Spanish government are kept. 
Here 
Colonel Hill found not only above 
$6,000 in Porto Rican money, but also 
a large amount of stamped paper, which 
has to be used by the islanders in making 
various kinds of official communica­ 
tions. 
There was no business done at the 
custom house that day, and in fact the 
merchants and the three foreign ship 
captains who were fonnd in port were 
very uncertain whether any could be 
done, tnt the following day they learn­ 
ed that tho only change that had oc­ 
curred so far as they were concerned 
was that Colonel Hill took charge of 
their money instead of the old collector, 
and they paid in more than $7,000 that 
day. 
The rate of duties, as with all 
other matters before regulated by law, 
remains the same as that levied by the 
Spanish, and no change will be made 
unless it is ordered from Washington. 
Today General Wilson declared the port 
open for the vessels of all neutral na­ 
tions. 
General Wilson also took the impor­ 
tant step of filling the offices of chief 
magistrate of the city and registrar. 
General Wilson had been engaged for 
several days during a considerable part 
of his time in determining who were 
the best men to fill these important 
places. 
The four places had been filled 
by Spaniards, but as soon us we took 
possession of the city these men declined 
to serve longer. 
After consulting with 
all the leading citizens and foreign resi­ 
dents General Wilson selected for chief 
magistrate Rosendo Matieuzo Cintron 
and for registrar Jose de Gazma lie ire/, 
both Porto Ricans. 
Before the oath of 
office was administered to these men 
each was required to take the provisional 
oath of allegiance which was embodied 
in general orders No. IOO, issued in 
1 863 by President Linooln, “ For the 
government of the armies in the field. ’ 
This order was prepared by Dr. Fran­ 
cis Libber, and it marked an era of great 
advance in the rules of conducting mod­ 
ern warfare. 
The order has since been 
adopted almost as it was issued by 
nearly all the countries of Europe. The 
oath of allegiance exacted under it dif­ 
fers from the usual one for aliens only 
in that it begins. “ During the occu­ 
pancy of the island of Porto Rico by the 
United States of America I renounce 
aud abjure a1) allegiance to any foreign 
sovereign, prince or potentate, ’ ’ and ends 
with, “ And I do promise to faithfully 
support the government of the United 
States as established by the military 
authorities of the same on the island of 
Porto Rioo. ” 
The oaths were prepared by Colonel 
Clons, deputy attorney general of tho 
United States on General Miles’ staff. 
When General Wilson presented his 
commission to Mr. Cintron, he said, “ I 
hand you this commission as chief mag­ 
istrate of the oourt of Polio© and hope 
that yon will administer the laws with 
justice and equity aud that you will 
continue to administer the office until 
the island of Porto Rioo becomes a part 
of our great republic and that after that 
yon may be appointed to fill the sum© 
place by the president of the United 
States or some other competent author- 
H r ** 


According to the terms of the cartel 
for the surrender of Port Ponce and 
Ponce, there was to be no disbandment 
of either the police force or the battalion 
of firemen or “ bombas, ” as the latter 
ire called, but there was really no need 
of there having been any such provision. 
Both forces are well organized and 
would have been preserved under the 
plans which General Wilson is carrying 
out of simply superseding the powers of 
the Spanish government by those of the 
United States. 
The bombas form the 
Largest organization here and they are 
all friendly to the United States. 
At 
•ie landing of the troops, dressed in 
ftieir uniforms and armed with axes, 
drawn up in military order, they form­ 
ally surrendered to General Wilson. 
When our troops arrived in Ponce, they 
found the firemen guarding all the 
hastily abandoned public buildings and 
in every way making themselves useful 
and keeping order. The police had most­ 
ly hidden themselves, but beforv night 
on the first day they began to reappear, 
and on the second day were all on 
duty. To make sure that good order 
should be maintained, aud particularly 
to see that none of our own troops 
should get into liquor stores or houses 
and make trouble, the port and city 
were put under command of Captain 
W. B. Allison, Jr., provost officer on 
General Wilson’s staff, and guards were 
stationed about the principal streets 
and squares. 
But General Wilson was not content 
with simply re-establishing the routine 
of civil government which existed pre­ 
vious to our coming. 
Although Ponce 
is far ahead of mosfcSpanish or Spanish- 
American cities in public improvements 
and in their maintenance, as well as in 
healthfulness and cleanliness, there is 
yet too much of “ manana” among its 
people arid officials to make it a safe 
place in which to risk the lives of thou­ 
sands of troops in a tropical climate 
without more strict sanitation than any 
town in Spanish America ever knew. 
People may keep clean if they like in 
these towns, but if they do not like 
there is no one who is going to bother 
to make them do so. Within a few days 
Ponce is going to awaken to a knowledge 
of something new in this line. It has just 
got a modern board of health. 
Among 
the first acts of General Wilson was the 
naming of Surgeon John McG. Wood­ 
bury of his staff as medical director 
general of the Ponce district. 
Dr. Woodbury inspected the streets, 
the jails, the markets, the stores and 
the stables and concluded at once that 
there must be some organized body in 
authority which could clean them aud 
keep them clean. He milled together all 
the doctors in the city, and on Sunday 
morning, when they met him in the 
courtroom of the city hall, he told them 
his plans. 
There were exactly two 
dozen of these physicians, all fine speci 
mens of well educated Porto Ricans. 
Some had taken their degrees in Paris, 
some in London, some in Philadelphia 
and some in New York. 
The president 
of the board of health, Major Woodbury 
announced, was to be a pbys#ian se­ 
lected by those present from among 
their number. The mayor and the syn­ 
dic of the city were to be ex officio 
members, and the syndic, who is a sort 
of general chairman of all local boards, 
to be the secretary. 
The doctors gave 
Major Woodbury their support, aud the 
board was organized yesterday. 
The 
district, which includes the port, is 
divided into four subdistricts, and each 
of these has an inspector. Today the 
rules of the board were published. As 
there is no fund out of which the ex­ 
penses of sanitary work can be paid it 
required considerable ingenuity to con­ 
trive the means in which to have the 
work done and to make the rules effect­ 
ive. 
Major Woodbury has contrived 
these in a clever way. 
The cleaning of 
the streets is to be done by the short 
term prisoners, who are sentenced to 
jail in default of fines for violations of 
minor sorts. 
Stallkeepers aud store­ 
keepers in the market must each keep a 
given area clean on pain of forfeiture 
of their stands. The contractor who 
conducts the publio slaughter house 
will forfeit his contract if he does not 
keep the place clean, and the proprie- I 
tors of hacks, publio stables and such 
places are made subject to the loss of 
licenses if they do not comply with the 
orders of the board of health. All uui- 1 
sauces discovered on other premises are 
to be abated at the expense of the owu- , 
era of the land. 
The importance of these regulations 
will be appreciated when it is consider- i 
cd that Ponce lies on a plain at the foot 
of the hills and is nearly fiat, And, a1- j 
though it has an ample supply of run- 1 
ning water, it has not a sewer, nor was 
there any system of cleaning the streets. 
Closets aud bathrooms drain into cess­ 
pools, while nature cleaned the streets 
by rinsing them with rain and sweeping 
off the refuse through the brick gutters 
which line the streets o b each side. As 
the streets are of fairly good macadam 
this is reasonably effective now when 
rain falls in showers every day, bat iu 
the long, dry season only the very dry­ 
ness of the air would prevent the filth 
from breeding disease. 
Today Major 
Woodbury has gone to inspect the wa­ 
tershed and the aqueduct which supplies 
the city with water. The water comes 
from the Rio Portugase, 2 ^ miles up 
in the mountains, aud is brought here 
in an iron pipe. 
The jail has been dis­ 
infected, tbs market properly cleansed, 
aud much other work necessary to pre­ 
serving public health is under way. 
Tomorrow a work is to be done which 


Major Woodbury considers the most im­ 
portant of all. He is going to select the 
ground for a new cemetery and have it 
consecrated. 
Ponce is the seat of a 
bishop, and its cathedral forms, with 
the hall of tin firemen, the north side 
of the public plaza. 
Its cemetery rn j 
within the city limits, at the east end 
of the town and surrounded by habits- : 
tions. 
Here for hundreds of years have 
been buried not only the residents of . 
Ponce, but those who have died in all j 
the territory for many miles around. 
Graves have been used over and over j 
again until corpses lie there now five 
deep in many parts of the ground. Thus 
does the coming of Americans into this 
ancient Spanish town inject into it a 
new life. In the train of these improve­ 
ments will soon come the building of 
sewers, the adoption of permanent meth­ 
ods of street cleaning and public sanita­ 
tion, the organized care of the parks 
and squares aud the replacing of the 
rickety hacks that run from port to city 
with trolley cars.

and our deepest meditation. 
Would 
that all men could say with the psalm­ 
ist: 
Oh, how I love th y law! 
It is m y meditation all the day. 
The Bible, to accomplish its high 
purpose, must necessarily be a practical 
book, and it is. 
Some of its practical 
purposes are pointed out in the topical 
reference. 
1. The Bible gives wisdom and un­ 
derstanding. 
“ Thou through Thy com­ 
mandments hast made me wiser than 
my enemies. * * * I have more under­ 
standing than all my teachers; fo r Thy 
testimonies are my meditation. ’ ’ 
The 
Bible above all gives practical wisdom, 
moral’ wisdom. It tells us how we may 
wisely use the talents and opportunities 
of life that our lives may be a success 
for eternity as well as time. It teaches 
us how to number our days that we may 
apply our hearts to wisdom. 
It aims 
not so much to give intellectual wis­ 
dom, as heart wisdom, practical wisdom 
—such an understanding of life as will 
lead a man to practice virtue and shun 
vice, and after all this is the most de­ 
sirable kind of wisdom. 
2. The Bible refrains our feet from 
every evil way. 
“ I have refrained my 
feet from every evil way, that I might 
keep Thy word.” The Bible explains 
to us the true nature of evil, it warns 
us against its awful consequences, and 
in these ways it leads us to refrain from 
evil. 
It holds up before us the beauty 
aud advantages of a holy, virtuous life 
and thus again gives us an incentive for 
avoiding the very appearance of evil. 
We cannot keep God’s word and engage 
in evil, 
and therefore, if with the 
psalmist we wish to keep the command­ 
ments of God, like him also we must 
refrain our feet from every evil wary. 
8 . The Bible is a guide—“ a lamp un­ 
to my feet and a light unto my path. ” 
It is our best guide, our only troe and 
sore guide. 
It guides us from sin to 
holiness, from selfishness and worldli­ 
ness to God, from earth to heaven. 
We should seek more and more to 
make the Bible a practical book, by 
putting into practice its commandments 
and precepts. It is not enough to know 
God’s commandments; we must do 
thrill

Honolulu to this point, with all scenes 
and incidents of importance enroute. 
I 
have just received the information that 
the steamer Australia, in the service of 
the United States, will leave for the 
states tomorrow morning at 7 o’clock, 
and that this later mail will reach you 
at home at least one week earlier than 
the letter by way of Hong Kong. Despite 
the fact that I am very tired, and that 
the first sergeant of A Company has 
notified me that I will be on duty to­ 
morrow morning at 4 o’clock, in charge 
of a detail of workmen, who will onload 
vessel, preparatory to going ashore, I am 
going to write. 
I have just returned from Cavite, 
where I was permitted to go, in charge 
of 17 men, with Lieutenant Ewing, of 
A company, as the commissioned officer 
in charge. 
It was like a new life to me. 
The buildings are patterned after the 
old Spanish style, with streets about 20 
feet in width, and the buildings are 
literally packed with natives, women 
and children abounding, and dogs in­ 
numerable. Cleanliness is one of the 
lost arts in Cavite. 
Massive cannon are 
placed all along the sea front and present 
formidable appearance as they push 
their huge muzzles from the embrasures; 
but they are old fashioned gnus. and 
amount to next to nothing when com­ 
pared to the ordnance now in use. 
We 
visited the prisons, where are now con­ 
fined over 8,000 Spaniards, men who 
have been captured by the insurgents 
and who now look through prison bars 
which were erected for the purpose of 
{imprisoning the brethren of these same 
natives. 
These Spanish prisoners are 
men of small stature, and they look in­ 
significant when compared with Uncle 
Sam’s sturdy and brawny soldier boys. 
The shrubbery and foliage is profuse 
and grand in Cavite. 
The natives are 
small and gaunt looking, seeming as if 
they merely existed. 
The horses in use 
are about the size of an underfed Shet- 
and pony, and the conveyances are two 
wheeled, something like those used by 
the mailcarriers in East 
Liverpool. 
Bananas, pineapples, mangoes, melons 
aud other fruit abound, but of au in­ 
ferior quality. 
Very fine cigars are 
abundant, and cigarettes can be had for 
a song. 
Onr troops now have fall con­ 
trol of affairs in Cavite, about IO or 12 
miles from Manila, but the insurgents 
are allowed to guard aud take care of 
the Spaniards captured by them. 
Ad­ 
miral Dewey sent a war vessel against 
one of the Manila range of forts a few 
days since, silenced the guns thereon 
and took 
between 900 
and 
1,000 
prisoners, 
and 
these 
prisoners are 
guarded aud looked after by the Yankee 
•pigs.” 
I have been aboard of the wreck of the 
Reina Christiana, the late Spanish flag 
ship, on two occasions sinoe my arrival 
here, and have secured a number of 
small relics, which I shall bring home 
if God spares my life. 
This vessel was 
a formidable one in the line of armored 
cruisers, having six 6-inoh gnus and a 
number of smaller rapid fire guns. 
She 
had the temerity to make a rush for the 
Olympia and Boston, aud was fairly 
perforated in consequence, the gunners 
of the Yankee vessels doing magnificent 
shooting. 
As she found her mistake, 
she attempted to retreat, when an 8-inch 
shell entered her stern and passed into 
her boilers, exploding them and causing 
terrible loss of life. 
It was late in the 
evening when I first visited this wreck, 
and blackness of darkness surrounded us 
before we came away, our only light in 
relio hunting beiug the fitful flashes of 
lightning which 
foretold a 
coming 
storm. 
I s ecured on this visit a part of 
the breech of the forward gnu, while 
Harry Bishop, of D company, Connells­ 
ville, Pa., secured the hind sight of the 
same gun. 
The steward of our vessel 
was so fortunate as to get a Spanish 
flag, which one of the divers brought 
up from below for him. There are ll 
vessels lying around and about our own 


ship, evidence 
of the 
magnificent 
gunnery of Dewey’s gallant men. 
Two 
small gunboats escaped during the battle 
and passed up a river leading past 
Cavite. 
The Petrel now guards the 
mouth of this steam, and as I write her 
search light flashes out over the waters, 
in search of any interlopers. 
The har­ 
bor is kept ablaze during the hours of 
the night by the great search lights 
flashed out from the various war vessels 
of Dewey’s fleet. 
We are now looking anxiously for the 
mammoth monitor Monterey, with ber 
13 inch guns, as we have the news that 
a huge battleship of Spain, aocompan 
ied by three protected cruisers and 
transports carrying 4,000 infantry, have 
entered the Suez canal and are now en 
route for Manila, with the threat from 
the Spanish commander that he wil 
first destroy Dewey’s fleet and wipe up 
the earth with the Yankee infantry 
landed upon the Philippine soil, and the 
Tenth is embraced in this number. He’s 
counting his chicks before they are 
hatched. 
Dewey is able to take care of 
himself, even without the presence of 
the Monterey; but it would make the 
matter more binding if the Monterey had 
her twin sister, the monitor Monadnock, 
were here. 
The Spaniards made a sally last night 
from their entrenchments about Manila 
and drove the insurgents from their 
rifle pits, when the First Colorado 
volunteers stepped in between the com 
batants and the Spanish retired. Rumor 
haR it that two of the Colorado boys were 
killed, but this rumor may be un­ 
founded; the volunteers were simply 
under fire and the bullets were buzzing, 
but I understand that they made no on­ 
slaught upon the enemy. 
The fighting 
will come after while, when Dewey is 
fully ready and the land forces are in 
position. It is understood that the com 
mander of the Dons offered to surrender 
the citadel to the Yankees conditionally, 
bot that Dewey responded that the only 
terms were unconditional surrender. 
Nearly all of our force, some 6,000 
men, are now landed and in position, 
and the Tenth is expected to land to­ 
morrow, and this accounts for Sergeant 
Harry Palmer being turned out at the 
unseemly hour of 4 a. rn. 
Expect to 
give you stirring news in my next letter, 
if God wills that I shall have time and 
opportunity. Our prayermeetings every 
morning, and our church services on 
Sabbath are very interesting and help­ 
ful. and much good is being accom­ 
plished. 
Remember me to one and all 
of the friends.

The historical student, as he 
gives up the idea that the legislation of 
the time was supremely wise, trust al­ 
so, however reluctantly, abandon the 
idea that the Revolutionary period was 
an age of spotless political virtue. 
Again aud again Washrag ton pleaded 
with congress and with the chief offi­ 
cers of the individual states. In appeal­ 
ing to President Reed of Pennsylvania 
on the 12th of December, 1778, to bring 
those whom he calls the “ murderers of 
our cause” “ to condign punishm ent,” 
he unbridled his passion and sent these 
energetic words: “ I would to God that 
one of the most atrocious in each state 
were hung on a gallows five times as 
high as the one prepared by Hainan. ” 
The situation seemed so desperate 
that only six days later he wrote to 
Benjamin Harrison, the speaker of the 
house of delegates of Virginia, “ As 
there can he no harm iii a pious wish 
for the good of one’s country.! shall 
offer it as mine that each state will not 
only choose but compel its ablest men 
to attend congress. ”

Diamond Studded Street*. 
Perhaps the most interesting fact in 
connection with Kimberly, the Diamond 
City, is the “ street washing,” and some 
of the debris washers have done very 
woll.

At nearly every meeting of the bor­ 
ough council applications for permis­ 
sion to wash streets, or portions of 
streets, are received. 
The would be 
washer has to obtain the consent of per­ 
sons resident in the street or road, to 
put tile latter into sound repair again 
and pay tithe to the municipality in 
the shape of IO per cent on his gross 
finds. 
Last year £960 was paid to the 
municipality in this way. 
In tim early days of the diamond 
fields the ground was washed in a very 
primitive style, many diamonds being 
thrown away in the debris, as it is call­ 
ed. 
This debris was subsequently used 
for street making purposes, and now, 
years after, with better machinery at 
their disposal, people find it pays to 
“ wash the streets. ” —Cape Times.

A djnntas is 20 milos from Ponce, on 
the* road to Areel bo, a thriving seaport 
on the northern coast of Porto Rico, 
about 40 m iles to the w estw ard of San 
Ju an —at present the city of all cities 
to the American army. It is of itself of 
no im portance strategically, but owing 
to inform ation which reached the Amer­ 
ican lines to the effect th at the m ilitary 
road to Ban Juan had been rendered im ­ 
passable by m ines near and in Afibonito 
pass, it became necessary to reconnoiter 
the road to Arecibo. Hence the fame of 
Adjuntas. General Roy Stone was the 
man who undertook the task, and be 
did it just as though there were not IOO 
Spaniards on the island. There is a tel­ 
egraph office at Adjuntas, and in order 
to repair the line to th at point and to 
open an office Captain Lem ar of the sig­ 
nal corps was sent ahead to prospect his 
wire. 
He took only a dozen men w ith 
him and started out. 
An hour later 
General Stone set out. He rode in a car­ 
riage, for it was his intention to test 
the road for wagon trains. Only one or­ 
derly, leading the general’s horse, ac­ 
companied him. For the first few miles 
the road ran through the lowlands, hard 
and smooth as a floor, a perfect path for 
wheeling. 
By and by the hills came and the 
smooth road became rough and jagged. 
Up, up it went, w inding and tw isting 
ceaselessly, sometimes filled w ith great 
bowlders, sometimes deep w ith mud. 
The horses sweated until they staggered 
w ith the loads. Still the ascent kept up, 
ever higher and higher. Once over the 
divide progress was more rapid, for, 
w hile the road did not improve, it was 
at least down hill, and Porto Rican 
coachers drive w ith the recklessness of 
the devil. W ith whistles between their 
tooth they raced their horses down the 
steep inclines, winding sharply in and 
out, w ith great cliffs on one side and 
precipices on the other, w histling fu ri­ 
ous! v all the tim e to warn any persons 
who m ight be driving in the opposite 
direction. 
Toward night the 20 miles between 
Ponce and Adjuntas was alm ost covered. 
W ith an approach to the confines of tho 
town came the first intim ation of tho 
reception which it would be the fortune 
of the newcomers to meet. 
At the top 
of rn little knoll, perhaps two m iles from 
Adjuutus, stood a cottage, thatched and 
p a tc h e d , apparently the home of an 
honest Porto Rican farm hand. 
In the 
low doorway which faced the road were 
a woman aud a girl, the latter about 
15 years of age. 
The rapidly w hirling 
carriages m ight not have noticed the 
hum ble figures, but just as they were 
dashing by the girl raised both her 
hands aud motioned for the carriages to 
slop. The drivers hauled the horses huck 
upon their haunches, aud out from the 
doorway tripped the blushing young 
Porto Rican maiden. 
In each of ber 
sm all brown hands she held great bou­ 
quets of roses, rod aud white, and fra­ 
grant as the choicest of greenhouse pets. 
“ V ivan los Am ericanos!” she piped, as 
she held one bouquet out to the for­ 
ward carriage, and, repeating her salu­ 
tation, she tossed her other prize to the 
travelers in tho rear, aucT then fled to 
the home of her fathers. 
This was but a hint of w hat was to 
follow. Groups of women gathered at 
the wider spaces of the roadway each 
w ith flowers picked from the Porto 
Rican fields w ith her own baud aud 
crying “ Vivau Am ericanos!” “ Viva 
Porto Rico libre!” pelted the passersby 
w ith their tokens of loyalty. The nearer 
tho approach to the village proper the 
thicker became the bail of floral offer­ 
ings. From the housetops, the balconies, 
the windows, the treoHeveu, poured this 
rain of flowers. 
The horses shied and 
went tearing faster aud faster, while 
the coch eras howled profanely and glee­ 
fully. 
By this tim e a perfect mob was 
trailing in the rear, aud when General 
Stone drew up at the public square the 
entire town surrounded him. cheering, 
dancing aud still raining their roses, 
aud, elbowing his way through the 
throng came Theodoro Figueroa, the a l­ 
calde of Adjuntas. W ith tho smile of a 
dapper dancing m aster aud the sweeping 
bow of a great patriot, Senor Figueroa 
raised aloft an American flag which, he 
announced, had been made by the wom­ 
en of the town. They begged the Amer­ 
ican general to do them the honor to ul- 
low it to he raised, a request he granted 
w ith great zest aud alacrity. 
The cere­ 
mony took place am id mort' cheers at 
the town hall, and here, too, General 
Stone made a brief speech and had reed 
General Miles' proclamation as to oui 
purposes iu Porto Rico. 
I his eppcare I 
to please every one immensely, and they 
” v iv id '1 until the general had nought 
the privacy of a house aud the few aol- 
diers had* scattered. 
Then they went 
away to get their suppers, only *o re­ 
turn aud gaze uuou those wonderful 


Americans, who in the m eanwhile had 
captured a number of volunteers and re­ 
leased them on parole. Although a doz­ 
en Spaniards could easily have taken 
General Stone a prisoner, he was not 
disturbed during the night. The Span­ 
iards had left the town the day before 
and were then five miles on toward 
Arecibo. There w’ere IOO iu the garrison 
at Adjuntas, and, while there was no 
great bitterness between them and tho 
citizens, the welcome given the Am eri­ 
cans is testimony beyond contravention 
of the Porto Ricaus’ sincere desire to be 
rid of them .—New York Sun. 
EXPANSION IN TRADE.

N ew' York, Aug. 20.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s W e e k ly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in jiarfc: 
A war which brought no shrinkage 
of business while it lasted has brought 
with its ending a quite rem arkable ex­ 
pansion. 
Orders and purchases have 
increased in nearly all branches, few' as 
yet being of su 'h nature that they can 
be attributed to the m aterial enlarge­ 
m ent of trade w ith the lately Spanish 
islands which m ust come a little later. 
It is odd that the iron industry, while 
reporting a decline in products, show 
more surprising gain in business than 
any other. 
Some mills are closing and others are 
selling old stocks of wool, present orders 
for goods not w arranting present prices 
of m aterial. 
Yet other m ills in equal 
num ber are starting on different lines 
of goods, and iii dress goods, instead of 
90 I st cent plum, a large proportion of 
fancies has l>eeu taken, though a heavy 
auction sale, just announced, m ay af­ 
fixt the demand. 
W heat has further declined 2 cents 
in spite of general holding of bettor 
grades by farm ers, which renders re­ 
ceipts low and visible supply small be­ 
yond precedent. 
At 76 cents nmv, A t­ 
lantic exports for the week hav^ been 
3,059,380 bushels, flour included, against 
3,705,88? bushels last yeai^ and Pacific 
exports, 175,400 bushels, a p iio st 384,846 
bushels last year. 
Corn exports 
are 
gradually declining, and pnoes are 2 
cents lower, rather larger estim ates of 
yield being now credited. 
Failures for tho week have been 154 
in the U nited States, against 223 last 
year, aud 17 in Canada, against 30 last 
year.
